Death of Frederick Howard. 

The many Newton friends of Mr. Fred- 
erick Howard, of the firm of Howard 
Brothers, the Newton ice dealers, were 
greatly shocked to learn that lit* had shot 
himself, Monday morning, at his home 
on Galen street, in tlie Watertown dis- 
trict.

Ut- 
ley of tliis city and Dr. Kelley of Water- 
town but was past medical skill. 

Mr. Howard was 5" years of age. aud 
was born in Bangor, Me., but iia i lived 
iu Watertowu siuce i^'*". and duriuj? all 
that time, with the exception of about a 
year, when he was in tlie army as a tnciu- 
lier of the 11th Massachusetts battery, 
lias beeu engaged in the ice business. 
He is a member of Isaac B. Fatten post 
SI, G. A. R., of tlu* l’cquossette lodge of 
Free Masons and of the Quiuobequin 
lodge of Knights of Honor. He lias a 
wife*and live children who have the sin- 
cere sympathy of tlu* w hole community. 

The fuueial was held Yesterday after- 
noon from his late residence on* Galen 
street. Many prominent people attend- 
ed. A delegation of .V) uu*n was present 
from 1’equossette lodge ot Free Masou* 
and 4o comrades from Isaac B. Ratten 
post SI, ti. A. R. Rev. W. ii. Savage of 
tlu* First Parish (Unitarian) Church con- 
ducted tlu* services, at the dose of which 
the Grand Army post and Masons es- 
corted the body to the Newton line. 
The post then returned to headquarters, 
while the Masonic bod./ proceeded by 
barges to the New ton cemetery, where, 
with Masonic services, the body was 
placed in the receiving tomb. Among 
tlie Moral pieces was an open hook, with 
compass ami square, a broken harp, a 
wreath, an anchor, a pillow. ”My 
Brother,” in blue immortelles, was on a 
wreath from William c. Howard; tlu* 
employes sent a design of Easter lilies in 
the sliaoe of a cake of ice, on which, in 
immortelles wits an ice hook, axe and 
tongs.

The twelfth meeting of the Advisory 
Hoard of the Alice Williston Home for 
Orphan and Destitute Children, marks 
the end of our Mist year of work. The 
Board met and organised in the Parish 
House of Grace Church, Newton, Inarch 
2. Mh, ISSfi. Nine members were present. 
The Hoard has held monthly meetings 
nnd has tried in every way to help Miss 
Williston in her noble work, a work 
which for nine years she has carried on ! 
entirely alone, with no regular income. 
She has received a little money from the 
parents or guardians of some of the j 
children. Occasional gifts from friends i 
and trom Trinity Church and other soci- 
eties have been her main support. With 
this Miss Williston has kept her Home 
free from debt, warmed fed and clothed 
from lo to 20 children at one time and 
saved $3500.00 toward the purchase of a 
pernamont Home. This in itself is re- 
markable yet with it all Miss Williston 
has uever failed in doing her duty to the 
little ones entrusted to her care. The 
sweet and kindly inlluonces of a mother’s 
care havejgone out to these little souls 
and no hoy or girl who has been an in- 
mate of tiic Home hut has received a 
benefit and we trust a lasting benefit 
from Miss Wil istons care. No one who 
lias ever visited the Home can doubt 
this loving influence, for the children 
know no fear and expect only love from 
all with wh *m they come in contact. Dr. 
Brooks truly said, “this is a Home not 
an Institution.” 

Our B »ard now numbering seventeen 
has not accomplished as much as was de- 
sirable, yet the year has been far from 
unprofitable. 

The first assistance rendered Miss 
Williston was by Mrs. Jaynes who most 
kindly helped arrange a concert for May 
24th. It was held in the parlors of the 
Unitarian church, West Newton. Miss 
Williston’s friends gave their services 
and $40.00 was secured. 

June Oth a Sale and Strawberry Festi- 
val was held in Auburn Hall, Auburn- 
dale. Mrs. Lowe, Mrs. Chapman with 
help of Mrs. Bacon, Miss Newell and 
others managed this. They realized 
$100.00 

A sea-shore place was found for Miss 
Mary Williston to go to for a week in 
July. Mrs. Lowe kindly took her into 
her home fora week or so. 

At an informal meeting held at* Mrs. 
Lowe's Sept. 20th, a number of girls met 
and formed a societv, or club, to sew for 
the Home. They nave met every two 
weeks through the winter. 

On Dec. Oth a Rainbow Sale was held 
in the Unitarian Church parlors, West 
Newton, at which $.‘180.00 was realized. 
Miss Newell and Miss Welch owe much 
of the success of this sale to the untiring 
efforts of Mrs. Lowe and Mrs. Ritchie 
also Mrs. Bacon, Mrs. Putnam and the 
many young people who very kindly 
interested themselves. The Girls Club 
helped greatly in selling tickets and in 
other ways both before and after the sale. 

Most sincere thanks are due to the Un- 
itarian Society for the use of their par- 
lors, pi no etc., on this occasion as well 
as man others, also to Grace Church for 
the use of its parlors whenever meet- 
ings have been held in Newton. 

About one hundred dollars of the Sale 
money was used to furnish the Boy’s 
Ward. 

This brings us to the little sewing 
school under the direction of the Misses 
Field, held at the Home every Thursday 
at :» 30 p. m. The weekly sewing is done 
at this time, mostly by the Misses Field. 
The children are taught to do what they 
can. This is a great success. Christ- 
mas eve. the clMldrcu were entertained 
.by the Unitarian Society as usual. 

A concert for the benefit of the Home 
was arranged by Mrs. W. F. Chapman 
for J.ui. 20th. The use of City Hall was 
kindly given. Mr. Goodrich and Miss 
White gave their services; $l."»0.on was 
cleared. 

Since the first of the year Miss Willis- 
lon has arranged tor a service at the | 
II mie every Sunday afternoon. Dr. 
Shinn and Rev. Mr. Jaynes have most j 
-kindly volunteered to conduct a service 
one Sunday a month. As the little fam- 
ily go to Rev. Mr. Patrick’s church now. 
t'lese service s ur • not kept up so regul ir- 
ly. 

The thirteen dinners promised by the 
thirteen ladies are of the greatest assist- 
ance to Miss Williston. for bv this means 
she is free from a butcher’s bill. 

The visiting committee from the Ad- 
visory Board must not lie forgotten. 
Two iadies I loin the Boa id have tried to 
visit the Home twice a month at least. 
Some have been able to accomplish more 
than others, but no one lias gone in vain. 

Oct. 1st our President, Mis. G. W. 
Shinn, was obliged, much to our ngret 
to resign owing to ill health. Mrs. 
George Lowe was appointed to till her 
place. 

The first of November, Miss Williston 
with the aid of Mrs. Chapman purchased 
for $8500.00 the house she now occupies 
on Waltham St., West Newton, and 
which Mrs. Chapman greatly assisted 
her to move into, having floors stained 
at her own expense etc. 

This lias proved to be an excellent 
house and place for the Home. There 
was a mortgage on the Home of * 7 , 000 . 011 . 
As soon as possible Miss Williston paid 
down £5000.00. Thin came Mrs. L. 
T. KM redge's generous gill of iHOOO.oo 
which was paid 011 account of the moil- 
gage, leaving a balance due of * 4 ..*, 00,00 
at 0 1-2 per rout interest. 

Mr. Read lias lowered the rate to 5 per 
cent now. Through the influence of 
Mr. < . < . Read, in behalf ot Mrs. LI 
dredge, Miss Williston has made a De- 
claration of Trust which places her 
Home 011 a thoroughly secure business- 
foundation, she holds tin* property only 
as trustee; this Declaration i» irrevoc- 
able. i> is made in consideration of 
receiving the one thousand dollars from 
Mrs. Kldredge, and in consideration of 
future contributions to he made by other 
persons. 

Dec. IGtli the Williston Home was 
formally opened. Mrs. Tolmau, Mrs. 
Chapman, Mrs. Lowe, Mrs. Ilucoii and 
others were of great assistance to Miss 
Williston at this time. Rev. Mr. Jaynes 
was iu char ge of the ex.o rises: Rev. Drs. 
Brooks. Calkins and Mr. Warren assisting. 
Feb. 14th J». Mil ward Lvcrett Hale 

visited the Home and gave a little talk to 
the children.

Nov England Industries. 


As one interested in the “Iron Manu- 
facturers Petition,” and strong in the 
faith that all manufacturers should have 
an open market for the purchase of their 
raw material in order to nttain the great- 
est success, you will excuse mo if I treat 
the subject in a general way, and note 
some facts that been forced upon me 
during the past year. Two years ago, 
but few Republican manufacturers could 
be found t that bad the courage of their 
convictions, and would openly and pub- 
licly declare that free raw materials 
were essential to a sucessful business. 
If the readers of the Graphic could 
have been at the hearing before the 
“Committee on Federal Relations” at 
the State House, Monday the 17th iust., 
they would have realized a marked 
change in this respect. Out of that large 
number representing the Iron interests 
of the State appealing to our Senators, 
and Representatives in Congress through 
the General Court, we find but four Dem- 
ocratic manufacturers, the balance Re- 
publican, demanding free raw materials 
and an ad valorem duty of 24 per cent 
on Iron. 

The Hon. Poleg McFarlin, Republican 
Senator for three successive years from 
PI > mouth County, pictured with em- 
phatic clearness a panoramic view of tho 
disused and ruined Iron plants all over 
tiie Commonwealth, caused by this ex- 
cessive, and unjust tax. He voiced the 
honest sentiment of every Iron manu- 
facturer in declaring that the request of 
the petitioners was essential to the main- 
tenance of the present plants, and would 
resuscitate those taxed into bankruptcy, 
plants repreuting millions of dollars, 
and capable of giving employment to 
thousands of workmen. I li.ivc queried 
many times, why these interests have so 
suffered and carried the bimlou to their 
grave, without making a united aud de- 
termined resistance. Surely the people 
of New England have the right to 
demand ot our Congressmen their sup- 
port and. defence of one, if not the great- 
est industry of this section, tiio birth- 
place of all tho manufacturing interests 
• >f the nation. To quote Hon. McFarlin, 
“tiie party that attempts to freeze out 
New England, where a question of jus- 
tice is involved, has a heavy coutract on 
ts hands.” 

Pennsylvania, Ohio, and t he South 
have not only strangled tiie Iron mills of 
New England, hut are making inroads, 
and dealingdeath blows at our foundries, 
and machine shops. To my knowledge, 
they have delivered in Boston, plate 
castings, when out of the flask, sand 
cleaned off and labor ceased, for 15 per 
cent less than it is possible for any New 
England foundryto cast them under the 
present tariff. Unless wo are allowed to 
avail ourselves of tiie natural coastwise 
advantages, tho day is not far distant, 
when our foundries and machine-shops 
will be forced to become merely repair 
shops. Well may it be questioned witii 
alarm, when we see our large iron con- 
tracts for public buildings going to tiie 
South and West. 

Manufacturers tell us witii tiio con- 
ditions they ask for, t hey can keep these 
contracts in New England where they 
belong, and give employment to that 
vast throng of workmen in the Forgo, 
Foundry and Machine-shop, tiie wages 
of which woi Id make all New England 
tradesmen nn re prosperous. 

Wo not only find Congress apparently 
indifferent to tiiis great industry of New 
England, but its leaders, who shape its 
policy, proposing additional taxes to 
burden another Now England industry 
that lias enjoyed unprecedented prosper- 
ity since a portion of its material (hides) 
lias been allowed to come to them free 
of tax. This proposition is met with a 
storm of indignation from the would lie 
protectionists on raw materials for other 
manufacturers. If it is essential, ns the 
leather men say it is for them to have 
raw hides to contiuuo their present pros- 
perous husiuess. why not bo equally 
honest, aud give the Iron and Wool 
manufacturers those raw materials as 
they demand, aud assure us will restore 
their lost business? Those industries 
having comparatively free raw materials 
via, — cotton, paper, silk and leather, 
have prospered to a degree unknown to 
those industries whoso raw materials are 
burdened witii taxation. If our manu- 
facturers could obtain their material in 
the cheapest possible market, their 
machinery would be continually running, 
giving a new impetus to the machine- 
shops aud foundries in replacing worn 
out machinery or supplying new inven- 
tions, labor would be constantly em- 
ployed, as the surplus product would 
rind, and successfully enter tiie markets 
of the world. This is tiie solution of tiio 
whole problem. 

oiThis fact was more forcibly brought to 
my mind this last summer during 
a conversation witii Henry Buck- 
ley Esq., in his oflice in Bir- 
mingham, England. The Commission 
house of Samuel Buckley «fc Co., is one 
of tiie latest in England; shipping 
goods all over tiie world. To prove tiiat 
Mr. Buckley's knowledge of tiie manu- 
facturing Interest is worthy of consider- 
ation, 1 will state, that ho was iuvitod, 


wonderful, and only a few croaking poli- 
ticians desire the old legimc. "Mr. Buck- 
ley, our American manufacturers are de- 
manding fioo raw materials and tho day 
is not far distant when tiie politicians 
will he forced to succumb to their de- 
mands, and wc shall then enter some of 
your markets for trade.” “I hope your 
pooplc will not so change their tariff 
laws.” “Why not?” “Because it will 
ruin my business. My frequent visits 
have famlliarizedjme with your country’s 
resources, also the skill, energy, adapta- 
bility, and inventive genius of its peo- 
ple. With free raw materials. I am con- 
vinced Unit America would supply the 
world, nndtako from us the markets we, 
today hold, therefore I should immediate- 
ly commence to shape my plans upon such 
a change of policy by your government 
and arrange for establishing my houso in 
London for tho marketing of American 
products.” Quoting from bis letter of 
Fell. 7th, “we must not forget the old 
saying, ‘every man for himself,’ ” and 
whilst I, in the abstract, am strongly in 
favor of free trade, I fear my virtue 
would fail me if the Government' should 
tax a monopoly for my beuefit. and for 
this reason 1 do not desire to see the Am 
erienn duties repealed, because if they 
were, whilst for a very few years my firm 
would undoubtedly do an enormously 
increased business with your side, 1 am 
satisfied that it would lie only for a very 
short period, and that you would find 
the cost policy so much reduced that 
your work people would be able to work 
much cheaper than they do now, and still 
be as well off as at the present time, and 
that, wo should find we had not only lost 
tiie supposed increase that was to come 
to us, but in addition to this, find you 
competing with us in every market of 
tiie world in a manner which you cannot 
do now, solely for tiie reason that your 
protective duties increase the cost of 
mauufactuies to such an extent that in 
tho groat Hulk of trade you are unable to 
compete with this country. As regards 
theposition of tiie working man in Eng- 
land, I believe lie was never as well off as 
he is to-day; that is to sav, tiie purchas- 
ing power of his sovereign is greater than 
it ever was, and in addition to this tiie 
hours of labor are shorter than they are 
in any other country, but whilst this 
ought to be a benefit, it certainly is not 
an unmixed one, for many families are 
not so well off as they would be if the 
bread winners worked more hours, be- 
cause now much of the leisure time is 
spent in tiie public house. One thing 
that is rapidly improving tiie condition 
of tiie working classes is the compulsory 
education in large towns. When I was a

try; the railroad interests of tiie country 
oue of its keenest, shrewdest and most 
practical leaders; tiie political well being 
of tiie State and tiie country a fearless 
advocate and ^independent thinker, and 
society at large oue of its brightest orna- 
ments. 

It is nearly sixty years ago that I made 
his first acquaintance as I passed to and 
fro from my residence in South Huston 
to tiie old Latin school on School street, 
lie was then in the employ of Clemenl 
Willis, grocer, corner South aud Summer 
streets, and though there was compara- 
tively but little difference iu our resnoot- 
ive ages, I regarded him then as I have 
ever since, as one to look up to as a lead- 
er. Through circumstances of a busi- 
ness and social nature that association 
lias remained unbroken and unimpaired 
to the day of his decease, and tiie same 
distance, measured by esteem and re- 
spect, lias been kept up.

A SHOW OF JUSTICE. 

The older residents of Wards Five ami 
Six think that they have justice on their ! 
side, when asking for an appropriation 
for the conveyance of pupils to the High 
School, and they certainly have some , 
reason for so thinking. 

In old town days, there was au ad- 
vanced course for some two or three 
years at the Mason school, where pupils 
from the Centre, Falls and Highlands 
received instruction, and very few from 
those sections attended the High School 
on this side of the city, and which then 
had only about one hundred pupils. It 
was proposed that the advanced course 
at the Mason school be given up, and the 
pupils sent to the High School, as it was 
believed that a good deal of money could 
be saved by this consolidation. To in- 
duce tho parents of Wards Five and Six 
to consent, an offer was made of an 
appropriation for the conveyance of 
pupils, and after a good deal of contro- 
versy the matter was settled on this con- 
dition, and the two sections of the High 
School consolidated. So well was the 
condition understood that no objection 
to the appropriation was made until 
recent years, when the arrangement has 
been evidently forgotten by tiie members 
of the school board, for no reference has 
been made to it in the debates on the 
question. 

Alderman Tettee, who was one of the 
active parties to this arrangement, thinks 
it is very strange that there is no longer a 
disposition to comply with the condition, 
and says that the people in his section 
were perfectly satisfied with the ad- 
vanced course offered at the Mason 
school, and did not desire to send their 
children to the High School, only con- 
senting as a matter of economy for the 
city. If the appropriation is no longer 
to be made, he thinks the advanced 
course should be resumed in the Mason 
school, or in some of the other Grammar 
schools on that side of the city. It is 
his opinion also, that an addition of two 
years to the Grammar school course 
would do away with all the overcrowd- 
ing at the High School, and the trouble 
that now exists, as two years more in 
the Grammar school would be all tiiat 
tlie majority of pupils desire, or that 
their pareuts desire for them. 

The fact that the appropriation for 
the conveyance of pupils was originally 
a part of a bargain, with the promise 
t hat it would he continued, puts a new 
light on the matter, and eutitles Wards 
Five and Six to ask it as their right, and 
not as a fav >r or as charity. 


A r the meeting of the hoard of alder- 
men next Monday evening, the question 
ot buying the Sargent land on Wabau 
Hill lor the High Water service reser- 
voir will probably come up for consider- 
ation. 'lucre are some ten acres there, 
which can be secured at au average 
price of H> cents a foot, if the whole is 
taken, and if only the ti\eacies actually 
needed are bought, they will cost within 
some >7, GOD of what is asked for the 
whole. It would seem to lie a good 
business venture to take the whole, as it 
would certainly be woith the extra cost, 
and simply as a speculation the city 
would lose nothing, it is gratifying to 
see that progress is being made toward 
1 ligli service, and that in all probability 
it will lie in operation before another 
winter. 


The credit of originating the idea of a 
reception to Admiral Kimberly is really 
due to Mr. Fisher Ames, who at first ad- 
vocated that it be given by the Newton 
< "it v Government. In speaking of the 
matter one day t*» Mr. A. S. Glover, the 
latter suggested that it lie given by the 
Newton Clu’i, which amendment was ac- 
cepted by Mr. Ames, and then both 
gentlemen went to woik to carry out 
the idea, with the ie*ult that the sugges- 
tion was adopted by the executive com- 
mittee of the club. Mr. Foliett, although 
lie did not originate the idea, deserves 
great credit foi the executive manage- 
ment of the ftlfair, which was one of the 
notable events in the society life of New- 
ton, and furnished an unanswerable argu- 
ment for being a member of the Newton 
Club,

Hoard or Health. 

The regular meeting of the board of 
health yvas held Tuesday afternoon, at 
City Ilall, also a meeting of the alder- 
mitiiic committee, with the committee of 
the board, to listen to the report of the 
trustees of the Newton Cottage Hospital, 
on the building of a now contagious 
ward, for which they were to get speci- 
fic estimates on the plans submitted by 
I them, at a previous meeting. 

Dr. Whiston of the Hospital, who sub- 
mitted the estimates, found four builders 
who were ready to give figures, but only 
: tyvo of them responded ; Mr. Henry II. 
Hunt, and Messrs. Bailey £ Ilargedoit. 

The figures handed in by Mr. Hunt a- 
moudted to a total of $12,408 for the 
central building for contusions diseases, 
with the two wings, one for a morgue, 
and the other for small pox, with all the 
requite neats called for in the plan. 
The amount spoken of for expenditure 
had been $10,000, so figures were obtained 
for tlie same with the exception of the 
small-pox wing which was the least 
necessary* at a reduction from the former 
price of $8,449. 

The figures received front Messrs. Bai- 
ley A- Ilargedoit for the same plans and 
work, not including connection with tlie 
cesspm^s, at $9244.39; and without the 
small pox wing. $7,809. 

The committee of aldermen and Hos- 
pital trustees then retired, and the board 
of heal tit proceeded to business. 

Mayor Burr presided, and Agent French, 
Mr.Pbttee, Mr. Wiswttll, Dr. Frisbie and 
Mr. Hall, were iu attendance. Dr. Fris- 
bie reported an investigation with Dr. 
Hudson of the wells at Thomsouville a- 
bout which complaint had been made. 
Dr. Hudson considered tlie upper well 
impure, but not in a very harmful condi- 
tion at present, all the impurities being 
due to surface drainage. Dr. Frisbie sug- 
gested the removal of a heap of dressing 
above the well, and that the earth around 
it be raised a foot or more to net as a 
watershed. The lower yvell yvas consid- 
ered totally unfit for use. 

A communication protesting agaiust 
the delay of the board in attending to 
these wells was received front the Secre- 
tary of the Newton Associated Charities. 

In reference to the building for con- 
tagious ward at the Cottage Hospital, Dr. 
Frisbie remarked the need, and that the 
board consider it advisable that the 
plans as drawn, be carried out. 

A petition front K. A. Lindley, Webster 
| street, to keep one pig yvith outside run, 
was granted without the run. 

A communication from A. It. Coe and 
others for the abatement of a nuisance, 

| improper drainage of land near Itiver 
' street yvas read. 

A communication for t lie abatement 
of a nuisance in land drainage near Cen- 
tre and Franklin street yvas received. 

l)r. Frisbie had investigated the latter 
and recommended action. 

It was voted on motion of Mr. 1’ottee 
to visit these nuisances on the first field 
dav of tlie year. 

On motion of Mr. Puttee the next reg- 
ular meeting was appointed as field day, 
the board to meet at West Newton sta- 
| lion at 1.80 o'clock, p. in. 

Dr. Frisbie submitted a communica- 
tion from Mr. C. K. Kddyof the expendi- 
tures on a drain near Oak and Wintlpop 
streets. The amount allowed for the 
building of the drain was $12-'*, of which 
the board was to pay half. Tlie cost had 
been $143 82 and Mr. Eddy wished to 
know what the board would do. It was 
litid on tlie table for consideration at 
the field day meeting. a 

Agent French had investigated the 
plumbing of a house near Eliot station, 
which was not done properly, and an ex- 
tension of time was granted. 

Mr. Wtswall submitted rules regarding 
diseases among animals which he had 
procured of City Solicitor Slooum, and 
iiis report was accepted and it was voted 
to publish the rules and annex them to 
the rules of the board. 

A special assignment had been made 
for tlie disposal of house offal and Mr. W. 
ii. Magn • Wax ure*eut, and said that 
Itis piggeries ami building at .- now about 
on tlie Hoe between Newton and Wal- 
tham, and Mr. Packard of the latter 
place has been notified to move his pig- 
gery by the *-ity »t Waltham. A remov- 
al may be required of Mr. Mague and 
he wished to know whether he was to 
bid for a out* year *»r three year contract. 
If the former, it would be of no use for 
him to take it. If he could contract for 
three years, lie would endeavor to suit 
tlie city as in the past. 

Mr. Mague said if he was given a con- 
tract for (luce years he yvould release it 
at any time providing the city would pur- 
chase his plant at appraisal. 

Mr. Pet tee favored a three years con- 
tract w ill* this proviso. 

Mr. Wiswnll moved that Mr. Mague 
be invited to submit figures t*> the board 
for a three years contract. Voted. 
Adjourned.

THE KZOI.DS EASTER EflHS. 

Nut so very many years ago, there 
lived in a country town four little girls 
with their father and mother. They 
were Berman, and though they had be- 
come pretty good Americans, the fond 
parents clung to many old-time Berman 
usages with their children. Of course 
being t lie onlv ’‘fun biers” in a small 
Yankee town, many of their ways and 
customs were called by the ignorant 
“Dutchy.” Mr. and Mrs. Ezold and 
their live little girls were a happy fami- 
ly; they were not poor, neither were 
they very well off. They owned a good 
comfortable house and about live acres 
of land which was very fruitful, and 
yielded handsomely every year. The 
father was an invalid, the greater part of 
the time, and for this reason their home 
had been made in tho country. The lit- 
tle g’lls were Christine, Katrine, Mar- 
garet and Rosina. 

The lirst thing these little girls could 
remember of Easter was their Easter 
eggs. On Easter even each sought out a 
place iu the big barn to build her nest. 
Christine with hot* chubby arms cany- 
ing a bundle of hay to“the hardest place 
to find;” Margaret slyly creeping to one 
corner of the hay-loft; Katie, after a 
long talk with mamma, darting into the 
empty stall and making her nest iu the 
manger; whi e Baby Koslim, too small to 
make her own nest, is not counted out 
of the fun, for papa knows all the best 
places, and with Baby Hosilia in his own 
arms, departs— no one knows where. 

Scarcely has the Easter sun risen in 
all his glory when these little girls are 
out of their beds, wrapped up warmly, 
and scampering for the barn, confident 
that the wonderful Easter hen has been 
to tbe nest of each good girl, and laid an 
assortment of beautiful colored eggs, 
such as none but tbe great Easier hen 
can lay. She has been very generous 
this year and left live instead of four iu 
each nest; and with their baskets full, 
they return, delighted and triumphant to 
the house. 

As is the custom, Mamma Ezold sits 
down and tells again the ever-new story 
of Easter. The story of our Lord Jesus 
Christ's resurrection; how he was laid in 
the sealed sepulcher, and how Christ 
arose that glorious morn, proclaiming 
unto men from that day to this that “it 
is not death to die.” She showed her 
little ones how the beautiful eggs in 
their baskets were symbols of that glori- 
ous resurrection, — that bursting of the 
tomb to appear to the world in a new 
life. Then there was sung every Easter 
Sunday morning after the Easter story 
was told, the Easter hymn, in which all 
heartily joined : — 

Angels roll the rock away 

Death yi* Ms up her mighty prey, 

See the Savior quit the tomb 

Giving with immortal bloom! 

Alleluia! Alleluia! 

Christ the Lord Is risen to-day. 

Mamma Ezold suggested that the tilth 
egg in each basket should be given to 
some little friend who perchance had no 
such pleasant associations with the day. 
The children were so auxious to start off 
with their eggs ami an Easter greeting, 
that hungry mouths were entirely for- 
gotten, until mamma reminded them 
that breakfast was waiting. Each 
child selected for breakfast one 
egg from her private store. As was 
natural the “homeliest” one was chos- 
en; though which was homeliest was 
often a matter of deep contemplation. 
The egg with the child’s name upon it 
in beautifui gold lettering was always 
the oue “saved.” The colors of the eggs 
were usually piuk, brown, blue, yellow, 
purple and red. 

Tbe eggs which the Ezold children 
carried into other homes that year 
brought about many changes. For in 
that town Easter and all its joys came 
and went unheeded. You may wonder 
a little to learn that it is but a few years 
since Easter has been taken note of save 
by Roman Catholics and Episcopalians. 
So you can see that the Ezulds’ Easter 
in a place where only one church exist- 
ed, and that a Congregational church, 
was cause for no small amount of won* 
deiment, especially among the little 
ones. So it followed that .every Easter 
this “egg-giving” was repeated, and 
more and more learned of the real mean- 
ing of the blessed day. 

As years rolled by, Christine became a 
lass of 10 years, while baby Rosina was 
a big girl of four. Tilings which when 
we lirst looked at them seemed so bright 
and happy, were now assuming a really 
serious and darker look. Mr. Ezold had 
for two years been confined to a bed of 
sickness and the whole weight of the 
burden hud fallen heavily upon poor Mrs. 
Ezold. The bank account, uever too 
large, was fast dwindling into nothing- 
ness; and the property was fast becom- 
ing valueless from the lack of proper 
supervision. Though the sick man 
knew not what was , going on in that 
other room where the good woman sat 
until late at night, he would have been 
surprised and pained to know that but 
for her labors with her needle for the 
past year they would hive been without 
their home. This day and hour surely 
coining, site was holding it off with bard 
work and earnest prayer until her good 
man should be where tlieie is no more 
changing or parting. Not tar oil the an- 
gel was wailing. By the next Easter tbe 
Ezold children were fatherless and their 
mother a w ido w. 

On hood Friday, Mrs. Kzold sat with 
sorrowful thoughts. Her little girls 
must be told that they could not expect 
their eggs this year, and she was trying 
bow best this might be done, when 
glancing from the window she regretful- 
ly saw Miss Maria Uipkius tripping to 
the door. 

“Good day, Mrs. Ezold,” said she. 
“J’ve got a little work here that 1 can’t 
get on w itli . and I’d like your advice and 
help about it. You know 1 ain’t much 
of a baud at these things myself, and 
it’s real bandy to have some one about 
that 1 can run to.” 

To tell tbe truth, this was the lirst 
time she had found tiiat she couldn’t do 
every thing herself. For Maria Pipkin*

A RKADKR of the Graphic thinks that 
the ministers at the Congregational Club 
last week were rather hard on the mug- 
wumps, but it seems to have been rather 
a mistake as to terms. What our friend 
understands by the word is a reformer, 
one who is not satisfied with the existing 
order of things, who thinks for himself, 
and believes so heartily in reforms that 
lie makes it uncomfortable for those who 
are satislied with the existing order of 
things, and he instances the abolition- 
ists, and the leaders of the church Re- 
formation as representative mugwumps. 
The ministers, however, seemed to use 
the name in the sense of a doubter, one 
who does not know what to think or 
vvliat to believe, and who “halts between 
two opinions.’’ The same word has so 
often to do double duty, and to different 
men stands often for directly opposite 
things, as iu the case in question. When 
the definitions are settled it is often possi- 
ble to agree with both sides, and in this 
case the reader of the Graphic and the 
ministers are evidently both in the right. 


Col. Ai.ukut Cj.arkk, secretary of 
the Home Market Club, will got him- 
self disliked by the iron manufacturers 
of Now England, unless he is careful. 
He wrote to the American Economist, 
apropos of Hon. Mahlon Chance’s lec- 
ture, that “the free-raw-maturial and 
free-ships movements divide the Massa- 
chusetts Protectionists somewhat, but 
not nearly so much as appears upon the 
surface. They wore started by Free- 
Traders, aud have simply caught a few 
through cupidity and lack of political 
sagacity.” To characterize all the 
prominent iron manufacturers in Now 
England and the great majority of the 
members of the Boston Executive Busi- 
ness Association iu this way is hardly an 
evidence of “political sagacity,” to say 
the least. 


Thk number of names attached to the 
petition calling for the submission of tho 
public works hill to the people at a 
general election caused some surprise, as 
it was supposed that the people of New- 
ton were heartily iu favor of the bill. 
Nevertheless those who know how 
easy it is for a persuasive agent to secure 
signatures to anything in the way of a 
petition, claim that the people of '’New- 
ton are heartily in favor of a board of 
public works, and that tho great majority 
of those who signed the petition would 
vote for tho hill. The Graphic made a 
careful canvas some weeks ago and 
failed to find auv who wore opposed t<> 
a hoard of public works. The election 
seems a needless and expensive 
formality.

AN IRON DEVIL. 

An Especially Murderous Locomotive on 
the East Tennessee Railroad. 

There is a particularly vicintts engine 
on the East. Tennessee road. 

It has killed twenty-seven men, and 
engineers and firemen feel a superstitions 
dread whenever they have to take a run 
on the rails with this man killer. 

“I sometimes feel,” said a grizzled old 
stoker a few days ago, “that there is a 
murderous spirit iu that engine. She 
killed two men before she got on the 
rails. While she was being steamed lip 
in the shops a plug blew out, and two 
mechanics were scalded to death. Then 
it was brought south and sent out on its 
first run. She mounted the rails and 
plunged down an embankment, killing 
her engineer and fireman. 

“Soon afterwards Bhe was fixed up 
nnd put on the road again. She ran for 
a while all right, until one night the en- 
gineer that was driving her saw a head- 
light bearing down on him nnd tried to 
reverse the lever and run back: but the 
engine acted like a mule lyul wouldn’t 
answer to the throttle. She went whirl- 
ing on ami crashed into the other train. 
Five men were killed in the two engine 
boxes. 

“But I can’t remember half the devil- 
try that engine has played. Once she 
seemed to get into the dumps while on 
the road and just wouldn’t he managed. 
She acted ns if the devil was in her cyl- 
inders. Whenever the engineer pulled 
open the throttle she would storm down 
the track like a hell cat, and it was like 
stopping a bucking bronco to get hei 
down to a quiet pace. 

“An emigrant train wasrunningahead, 
and the engineer of the man killer had 
orders to look out for it. After a run of 
an hour or so lie runic insight of (lie 
emigrant train as it rumbled slowly up a 
heavy grade; then it disappeared over 
the crest and this devil of an engine went 
charging up and over about a minute be- 
hind. The engineer expected to see the 
emigrants away down the track, hut 
they had slowed up and were only a few 
hundred yards ahead. Down went the 
engine bellowing like mad. aud as soon 
as the emigrants heard it. out they 
steamed as fust as they could.

“1 am afraid to say how many lives 
were lost as the engine tore into that 
train packed with emigrants, but it 
swelled the list of the men that the old 
brute had killed. 

“No matter what road she is on — and 
she has been on a great many — she has 
kept on killing the men who stood at 
her throttle. We all feel a little nervous 
when we have to run her. for when you 
steam her up it seems to put the devil in 
her.” — Atlanta Journal.

10 inches outside, and a line of single 
blocks inside tlieir tracks, on Washing- 
ton street, from Greenwood avenue to 
Elm street, and from Adams to Church 
streets. 

An order was passed that they should 
pave their tracks on t lie portions of street 
mentioned, with First Quality Granite 
Paving Blocks, four incites wide, eight 
inches deep, and 7 1-4 to 8 inches long, 
all the space between the tracks, and for 
IS inches outside of them. 

A Junk license was granted to Patrick 
Blank of Fayette street, Watertown. 

A license to move a building, on 
motion of Alderman Coffin, was granted 
to F. II. Murray, from the corner of 
Pearl and Gardner, to Pearl street, the 
building being 24 by 2S feet. 

L E. Collin petitioned for concrete 
sidewalk on Bellevue street, Newton. 

John J. Blake was granted a permit to 
build an addition to buildiug corner of 
Middle and Chapel streets, 30 by 13 feet, 
to be used for a store. 

A permit was granted to Frank Joyal 
i • > i a cat pouter shop 30 by 10 feet on 
Washington street, NewtolTville. 

STIIEET LAMPS. 

Alderman Fcnno, from the. Street Lamp 
committee, recommended the granting 
of petitions for street lamps as follows, 
and an order to that effect was passed: 
one gas lamp to he replaced on Washing- 
ton street, West Newton; two on Smith 
avenue, Ward 3; one on Washington 
street opposite Tremont Hall: eight on 
Grove street, Ward 4; one incandes- 
cent on Norwood avenue, Ward 0; one 
on Duuklee street, Ward 5; two on 
Beacon street, Ward ♦», between Wood- 
ward and Chestnut streets; three on 
Morton street, Ward (», and one incandes- 
cent light on Ahieu place, Ward 3. 

Gunpowder licenses were grunted to 
4 '. W. Morehouse, 1 R Stevens and A. 
Whitney. 

Alderman Johnson presented the peti- 
tion of tlu* N. K Telephone Co., for loca- 
tion for their poles and wires oil Kid- 
ledge, Franklin, Centre, Bellevue, Wash- 
ington and Park streets; referred. 

M. Taffe and some lot tv other resi- 
dents of Lexington and River streets, 
asked that the street railway tracks on 
those streets be changed to the middle 
of the street, fiom the side, and a hear- 
ing was granted them tot Monday even- 
ing, April 2lst, at 8.30. 

On motion of Alderman Johnson, an 
order w as passed, authorizing the city 
treasurer to sell water loan bonds to the 
amount of 833,000, to run until Oct 1st, 
1020, with interest at 4 per cent, ami also 
establishing a sinking fund for their pay- 
ment. 

Alderman Harbach reported on the 
petition of K. ( .Dudley and G. W. II 
tner, for abatements for illegal assess- 
ment of taxes, that the assessors hud 
marie all legal abatements, and the peti- 
tioners were given leave to withdraw. 

1IKUOYAL OF ALMSHOUSE 
The sncciul committee on tho retuova 
of the almshouse reported through Al- 
derman liar bach, recommending that the 
city purchase tlu* Thomas Runney Place 
«»f IP ucrcs, Winchester street, Waul Five, 


at an expense not to exceed 87,000, and 
nil ordet was passed authorizing the city 
treasurer to issue a note for the amount, 
payable in 1805, at 4 per cent interest, 
null to pay the above amount when a 
satisfactory deed was given. 

Orders were passed, authorizing the 
highway committee to expend $1,200 for 
the purchase of horses for the Highway 
department, and $300 lor the purchasi 
of a horse for the tire department. 

NO WOODEN FOLKS, 

Alderman Harbach presented an or- 
der. granting the Newton Street Railway 
company the right to use wooden instead 
of iron poles, 8 inches in diameter, with 
a tie or brace six feet from the ground, 
ami a king holt 12 inches long, the poles 
to he at least 5 feet in the ground. 

Alderman Johnson said ho did not be- 
lieve in wooden pedes, and as everything 
else had been granted to the street rail- 
way company that they had asked for, he 
thought it was about time for them to 
make an effort to do something. Ho. 
took no stock in the strength or dura- 
bility of wooden poles, they would decay 
very fast, and he also could not place 
much faith in the testimony of the ex- 
port the company brought forward. A 
year or so ago lie had come here and 
produced witnesses to swear that they 
had received a current of 1,200 volts 
without injury, now he comes and says 
that a current of 500 volts is dangerous. 
Boston would not use iton poles if they 
were dangerous, and they had been used 
there for some months and there had 
been no accident reported. He would 
like to hear front the chief engineer 
about tho matter. 

Chief Bixby said that ho had had no 
experience with iron poles, hut if they 
were dangerous it was hardly creditable 
to the ability of the construction men. 
The cross wires would tend to draw the 
poles over into the street, and the sam- 
ple truss that the company had displayed 
was not a complete success, ns they had 
had to run a wire to the tree to support 
the pole. He considered wooden poles 
unsafe. In Allston iron polos were set 
on the side of tho stroet, without any 
curbing or concrete. 

Mr. Johnson said that it was evident 
that Mr. Morse was working for the 
stockholders of the road, but ho thought 
any fair-minded man who looked at tho 
rails laid between West Newton and 
Xewtonville would say that the street 
was unsafe, the rails projecting above 
tho street level. Tho company had made 
great protestations of the tine road they 
were to build, but they showed no dis- 
position to live up to the requirements, 
and as they had given a bond to protect 
the city, the city ought to go to work, 
put the street in a safe condition and 
make the city pay for it. 

Alderman Harbach said that the 
woodeu poles were cheaper, and as it 
was certain that the poles were not per- 
manent, and would be removed in a few 
years, it seemed rather hard to make tho 
company go to so much expense. The ob- 
jection against wooden poles bending 
over applied equally to iron, as tho iron 
poles on the West End road were consid- 
erably bent; besides if wooden poles 
were to break, they would give warning, 
while iron poles would not. The track 
on Washington street is waiting for tho 
result of the company’s petition to be 
allowed to use blocks. 

Alderman Johnson said he -took no 
stock in the plea for economy. When the 
company was trying to get its charter 
with another company opposing it, there 
was no limit to the promises it made of 
, what a Fine road it would build, but now 
J for two years the company has been do- 
J ing nothing and lie was not convinced 
that the company meant business now. 
Iron poles had been tried but wooden 
ones had not, and he did not think wood- 
en ones were safe. 

Alderman Pettee slid Hie company 
had started out with a great llourish of 
trumpets, boasting that they would ask 
no favors, and do all that the city asked. 
Then they began to come in with the 
' plea that they were ignorant at first, and 
wanted some chauges made. They had 
* been learning ever since and asking for 
| chauges. Perhaps they will want to 
| wait a year or two longer in order to 
, learn more. But in these requests of 
the board they have displayed a large 
I amount of audacity, and as for their 
I cold cheek, the blocks of ice bobbing 
■ round the North Pole could not compare 
j with it. They had boasted, he under- 
stood, that they would do nothing till 
they had elected a hoard of aldermen 
who would grant them all they wanted. 
As for wooden poles, lie did not think 
the braces would prevent their leaning 
j over, and any one who hud had experi- 
ence in clothes poles would see that 
| braces would bo of no use unless they 
were put in the ground. The company 
ought to do what they were required to 
do, and put up poles that would hold 
their cat's cradle without breaking off 
: or leaning over. He moved to lay the 
order on the table . This was voted 
down, and the order was then voted 
I down 5 to 1. 

j An order was passed for the laying of 
| 3VHJ feet of 0-inch pipe on Watertown 
street, and 117 feet on Boylston street, at 
an expense of 8308. 

MOKE BONDS. 

The Mayor was authorized to peti- 
tion the legislature for permission for 
the city to issue 8500,000 of additional 
water bonds. 

Geo. M. Stone and others asked for 
street lumps on Parker, Dedham and 
Walnut streets, Ward Five. 

A petition front Geo. II. Pratt and 
others was. received, asking that the 
t ily remove a dangerous dog on Elm- 
wood street, belonging to F. A. Barrows. 

1 Referred to police committee. 

WAUAX HILL ItESEltVOllt. 

Alderman Harbach presented an order 
authorizing the Water Board to pur- 
chase 422,005 square feet of land of Fred. , 
W. Sargent on Waban Hill, for the High 
Service reservoir, at a cost not to exced 
842.200.50 the amount to be charged to 
water construction account. 

Alderman Harbach said that Mr. Sar- 
gent's price was 10 cents a foot if the 1 
whole was taken, hut he would sell about 
half, or 5 1-2 acres, what was actually 
needed tor the reservoir, for 835,000. The 
only other alternative was to seize the 
property, but if that was done Hie city 
could not dispose of it, or use it for any 
other purpose. The water hoard thought 
it was best to buy the whole, as that 
would leave a number of lots on Hie 
north side of the hill, which could be 
sold. 

Alderman Pettee said that Mr. Sargent 
might be making our necessity his op- 
portunity, but lie thought the additional 
land would be needed for an extension 
of the reservoir at no distant period, us | 
the proposed reservoir only provided for 
a storage of 2,000,000 gallons, hardly a 1 
day’s supply, and wo would soon need 
’ 3,000,000 gallons a day. It would be 
judicious to take Hie whole at a model'- 
! ate price rather tl an a part at an exor- 
bitant price. The order was then 
1 passed. 

W A1IO FOUR DIVISION, 
i Alderman Pettee reported front the 
committee on divisiou of Ward Four into I 


two polling places, giving the opinion 
of City Solicitot Slocum that ns Auburn- 
dale had double the number of voters of 
Lower Falls, such a division would not , 
be legal, and recommending that the 
! committee wait the action of the legis- , 
j bit m e. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 

Alderman Pettee from the committee 
on Parks reported on that portion of the 
Mayor's address relating t<> public plny- 
■ grounds, that they heartily favored the 
recommendation, and urged the citizens 
of tho north side of t he city to take steps 
; for the securing of playgrounds, and the 
committee recommended that when such 
steps were taken the city pay one half of . 
the cost of the land. 

An order was passed appropriating | 
$2,000 for tho improvement of public 
parks, and the planting of trees between 
the villages. 

An order was passed giving permanent 
members of the tire department the usual 
fourteen days mutual vacation. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

Alderman Pettee presented tho report 
of the special committee on a building 
for contagious diseases on the Cottage 
Hospital grounds, stating that general 
statutes gave tho city the power to build 
hospitals for contagious diseases, but 
this was not mandatory. The committee 
were in hearty sympathy with the recom- 
mendations of the mayor, however, and 
found that some $1500 bail beon expend- 
ed last year in the treatment of cases of 
contagious diseases. They trusted, how - 
ever, that this exceeded the average. 
The trustees of the hospital had promised 
to attend to all such cases, provided the 
city would furnish $10,000 for tho neces- 
sary buildings, and maintain them in 
repair. The committee favored the 
acceptance of this offer ptovided a con- 
tract could be drawn that would protect 
the interests of tho city. The report 
was accepted and an order was pres- 
ented, appropriating 810,000, to bo ex- 
pended under the direction of the 
trustees of the Cottage Hospital, in the 
building of wards for contagious and 
dangerous diseases, and a morgue, and 
the said sum to bepaid as the finance com- 
mittee shall determine, tho amount to be 
paid over by the city treasurer on the 
presentation of an agreement, binding 
the trustees to a faithful proformance of 
the obligations. 

Alderman Pettee said that the com- 
mittee felt that some provision should be 
made for the treatment of patients suf- 
fering from contagious diseases, and the 
better preservation of the health of the 
city, but it was quite a departure from 
tho usual methods to place 810,000 iu 
buildings on land the city did not own. 
Tho Cottage Hospital Corporation was 
supported by charity, with a doubtful 
income, and the rights of the city would 
suffer unless they were protected by 
sonic agreement drawn in legal form and 
binding. 

Alderman Johnson asked what the 
money was to be expended for. 

Alderman Pettee said that plans had 
been prepared for two wards, some 100 
feet apart, one tyr scarlet fever and one 
for diphtheria patients, that would each 
accommodate 10 or 12 patients. Then 
between the wards would be a buildiug 
20 feet square, a resting place for the 
nurses, connected by corridors with the 
wards. In a remote place it was pro- 
posed to build a small pox building, and 
also in another a morgue. 

Alderman Hamblen said he was hearti- 
ly in favor of the order, hut he moved to 
have it referred to the finance commit- 
tee, to be put into legal shape. The 
motion was seconded by Alderman 
Pettee and the order was so referred. 

WATKIlIXU STREETS. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach an 
order was passed appropriating 87,500 
for the watering of the streets of the 
city, providing that no one cart be paid 
over 850 a month, and that in every case 
the citizens should contribute an equal 
amount. The time is from April 15th to 
Nov. 15th. 

LIGHTING CITY HALL. 

On motion of Alderman Coffin an order 
was passed appropriating 8325 for wiring 
and fixtures to light the upper hall and 
the council chambers by electricity, on 
the recommendation of t lie public prop- 
erty committee. 

Mayor Burr rend a communication 
front the board of health, stating that 
they had examined the plans for the 
contagious disease wards, and found 
them adequate and well suited to the 
purpose, and recommending immediate i 
I action by tho city council, as the matter 
j was a very important one.

! L. 11. Fallow sent in his resignation as 
| inspector of the polls in Ward Seven. 

[ Chief Bixby sent in his quarterly re-

A Place for Everything. 

Ond of tho many Ht<» ics told of Lincoln 
states how lie once went into Secretary 
Stanton’s ollico and found that gentle* 
man with a very cloudy brow rending a 
letter just rocoivcd. “What’s tho 
matter?” snid Lincoln. “Matter,” said 
Stanton; "just road that letter. It 
would be a real relief to me to answer 
that scoundrel ns he deserves.” “Would 
it? Do it then at once and I'll wait. Ho 
on;” said the President. The irate 
official turned to tho desk nud wrote 
fiercely for some time, handing the letter 
to Lincoln when finished. “Your mind 
is relieved and you feel better, do you?,’ 
asked the latter ns lie returned it. 
“Yes,” replied tho Secretary preparing 
to enclose the missive in an envelope. 
“Don’t do that,” said Lincoln; “don’t 
send it. It did you good to write it and 
me good to see you, hut it won’t do any 
one else good. Put it in tho scrap 
basket.” The letter went into the scrap 
basket. 

Mr. McKinley and the manufacturers 
have relieved their minds by construct- 
ing a Tariff Bill on Protective principles. 
It has done them good, and it has done 
tho country good to wntcli them. But 
like Mr. Stanton’s letter it ran not do 
any more good. Put it in the scrap 
basket, Major! 

The True Protection. 

(Two weeks ago we printed a speech protesting 
against Mr. McKinley's Bill with it* taxes on 
raw materials. At the same time we promised to 
publish a reply to the same ih our next column. 
Unavoidable delays at Washington prevented 
this but to-day we are plea-eit to be able to give 
our reader tills latter speech with its frank plea 
for true protection.) 

Mr. Speaker, it is with mingled feel- 
ings of sorrow and astonishment that I 
have listened to the eloquent words of 
my friend from Massachusetts— words 
worthy of a better cause. Ohio is proud 
of Bunker Hill and Concord, proud of 
Webster and Sumner, proud of the past 
glories of Now England’s commerce and 
tho present prosperity of her manu- 
factures, and beyond all proud of the 
rugged courage that has always main- 
tained the sacredness of principle before 
any party, however honored, and any 
policy, however specious! The gentle- 
man assumes to represent New England ! 
If ho rightly represents her, then the 
decadence of agriculture and commerce 
iu that section is surpassed by the decad- 
ence of morality. Tho gentleman speaks 
of the tribute that New England has paid 
to Ohio, and to Pennsylvania, and to 
New York; but not a sentence, not 
word, not a syllable, drops from his lips 
about the tribute that those great status, 
and all the states of tho West and the 
South have annually paid to the manu 
facturers of New England. The mem- 
ber from Massachusetts demands free 
wool; has he ever heard that the looms 
of Now England are protected by a duty 
of 80 per cent? lie affects surprise at the 
proposition to put a paltry tux upon 
hides for the welfare of the great farm- 
ing interest of tho West, does the gentle- 
man know that New England's leather 
industries are protected by a tax of AO 
per cent uncomplainingly paid by the con- 
sumers ot tlie others sections? Has this 
amazing representative ever been told 
that paper and linens and cotton and 
hardware and silks are protected? 

Sir, the honorable member asks for a 
removal of restrictions? Does he wish 
it? Does he mean it? Will hu cease all 
paying of tribute,— and receiving of tri- 
bute! Ah, there's the rub! He is bold 
enough to plead for freedom from paying 
tribute, but he seems willing enough to 
receive. It is more blessed to give than 
to receive, but he, it would seem, is very 
ready to lot others be more blessed if 
they will do the giving. 

Is this, sir, tbe voice of Massachusetts? 
Is this fair and just? Is it right to tax 
Ohio for her supplies of linens and cot- 
tons and woollens, and give Massachusetts 
her wheat and wool and tlax free? Sir, I 
am a protectionist, but if protection lias 
become synonymous with partiality, I 
for one will abandon it. If protection, 
sir, means the taxation of many for the 
support of the few; if it means the rec- 
ognition of privileged dieses demanding 
government aid withheld from others no 
less fairly entitled to it; if it means in- 
justice and wrong, it must fail and fail 
quickly. Such protection long upheld 
by any government would dually bring 
citaos and annihilation upon the nation. 
But, Mr. Speaker, the True Protection 
means equal rights for all. No difference 
between tho cowboy in Texas and tho 
manufacturer in Lynn; no difference 
between the hardware of Connecticut 
and tho lions of New York; no North, no 
South, no East, no West, but ouu united 
laud and protection for everybody. 
Help nil or none! 

The honorable gentleman, sir, in tbe 
course of his remarks made some allus- 
ion to the overthrow of governments. 
Such words are calculated to arouse 
passion upon a subject where reason 
alone should rule. Threats, sir, cannot 
take tho place of argument, and Ohio 
makes no tin eats. But this wo do say;— 
the laws of economics must prevail. A 
duty 011 manufactures must always in- 
clude and presuppose a duty on raw 
materials; and, sir, conversely, freedom 
of trade in raw materials must tie im- 
mediately followed by freedom of trade 
in the goods made from those materials. 
Protection, sir, means protection for 
Ohio and Massachusetts alike; Free 
Trade, sir, means Free Trade for Obit 
and Massachusetts 
Kuglacd choose! 


No grander opportunity for doing good 
can wo conceive of t linn by planting in 
our midst nn attractive building which 
Hliall lie a safe place of resort for our 
hoys and young men.

It would provide a place for our natural 
history society, as lias been said, and 
prove to he one of our best educational 
institutions by its evening classes and 
lectures.

Rule 21. Persons liuving the care or custody of 
animals diseased or inlected with pleum-piieu- 
inouia, farcy or glanders, or any other contag- 
ious or Infectious i i sense, whether their own , 
property or otherwise, and having received an 
order for their holution, shall neither sell, swap, 
trade, give nor in any way t isjM.se of such aid 
malts, nor drive, nor work,' nor move, nor allow | 
them to he moved away from the place of i>ola- I 
tion, nor allow other animals not already ex- 
posed to come in contact with them until other- 
wise ordered by the Hoard of Health of said City 
of Newton, or the State t'atlb- Commissioners.

iture, as we think, than would he re- 
quired should we allow Miss Ireson to 
leave us. It lias become known to your 
committee that measures are in train,— 
and suro to he consummated, unless an 
offer from us intervene — measures that 
will transfer this teacher to another city. 
It seems desirable to retain her here— 
since we believe ibis would ho both 
wisdom and economy. 

We havo in our grammar and primary 
schools, in round numbers, 4000 enrolled 
- hildren, and the number is steadily 
increasing. We have taken a great deal 
of pains, and incurred no small expense, 
to guard these wards of the city from 
myopia, and foul air. by giving them 
well-lighted and well-ventilated rooms. 
The same enlightened policy shown by 
the city in these particulars demands 
that we offer tin m now some practicable 
system of gymnastics aid to them in the 
full and ncnltful development of the 
body. Light, ventilation, and exorcise 
are three prime requisites of health; and 
it is wise, ceitaiuiy, to have at least a 
part of this exercise well regulated aiul 
systematic. 

For these reasons your committee 
respectfully recommend to the hoard the 
introducing of some system of gymnas- 
tics into our grammar and primary 
schools. And they would further recom- 
mend the appointment of Miss Jennie K. 
Ireson as teacher to supervise and direct 
this work under the superintendent and 
that $ be appropriated to meet the 
expense.

To the Editor of the GitArtiic: 

May I venture to ask through the 
columns of your valuable paper for in- 
formation regarding the powers and 
function of the board of health. It is to 
be presumed that the citizens of Newton 
created this branch of public service for 
some purpose. I am sure it would con- 
fer a favor, both upon myself and certain 
other citizeus of Newton, if either your- 
self or any other competent person 
would point out definitely the duties of 
the board, and define tlic powers, with 
which it has been invested. To make 
the question less indefinite let it be re- 
duced to several suppositions in a sup- 
posable case. Let it be supposed that 
tbc attention of Ihe board has been 
called to the sanitary condition of a 
certain well, for instance, which receives 
its water chiefly from surface drainage. 
The water is duly analyzed, pronounced 
deleterious and dangerous to health, and 
the well formally condemned, either liy 
the board or its authorized and paid 
agent, the clerk of the board. Can you 
inform me if the duty of tlie Board ends 
there. Has it exhausted its powers in 
pointing out the unhealthy and danger- 
ous condition of the water? Supposing 
that several months later it is ascertained 
that the well is in precisely the same 
condition, nothing having been done, 
either by the board or by any one else. 
Is this all that the citizens of Newton 
can reasonably expect of its board of 
health in such cases. Let it be supposed 
further, that live families arc dependant 
upon this well for ail water used for 
cooking and drinking purposes. Sup- 
posing also that within the year four 
cases of contagious disease had occurred 
among those families, on$ of which had 
proved fatal. Is the board fully justified 
under the circumstances in allowing the 
water to be used for such a length of 
time after having pronounced it danger- 
ous to health? Is such delay any evi- 
dence of official negligence? Or are the 
citizens to understand that it is custom- 
ary for the board of health to take 
several months in which to execute its 
own commands, especially incases where 
such trivial matters as Health or lifo is 
involved? Supposing again iu this same 
supposable case, that the matter is so 
long delayed as to attract the attention 
of certain Newton citizens, and by them 
is brought again to the notice of the 
board at one of its regular sessions. 
Supposing the board admits that the 
well in question was condemned by them 
or their agent some months before. 
Also that the opinion is unanimous that 
the matter demands immediate atten- 
tion. Thereupon let it be supposed that 
the board, anxious to expedite tilings, 
appoints a committee, consisting of one 
member and tlie clerk of the board, to 
investigate a matter which the board 
had been investigating for several 
months, and which it had already passed 
upon. It may be charitable to suppose 
that tliis appointment of a committee to 
do over again, what had already been 
done, was necessary to refresh tlie mem- 
ory of tlie board. Even official acts may 
be forgotten, or grow dim in the mind 
with lapse of time. Possibly in cases 
where nothing of consequence is involved 
except the health of a few poor people, 
several official investigations are necessary 
to guard against any unseemly haste. 
But for what reason the board alone 
knows, let it be supposed the committee 
is appointed. In the case we are suppos- 
ing it cannot too often be repeated that 
tlie board has already condemned tlie 
supposed well, and the opinion is unani- 
mous that no further delay ought- to 
ensue. Supposing iu view of this great 
anxiety of the board, it is found nearly 
five weeks later that the committee 
appointed lias not been near the well, 
• ' cl have scarcely seen eacl; 
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case supposed iH certainly supposable 
Supposing also Mini this supposable case 
could he paralleled by many other eases 
of similar nature. In any or nil of them 
what is the hoard supposed to do? 
Should it pursue a policy or delay and 
inaction, or is it to he presumed that in 
matters so important as publte health the 
hoard, or at least its paid agent, sin n’d act 
with the greatest possible expedition. 
Would it not be better to err on the side 
of undue haste, rather thnn on the side of 
negligence. The writer is led to nsk 
these questions from no desire to obtrude 
iu the affair of the hoard. But forced by 
(••Ttnin duties to give attention to the 
methods and work of tlic board of health, 
1 am anxious to know whether this 
hrnneli of our city service is supposed to 
attend to its duties or not. 1 am sure 1 
am not alone in tliis desire. It is possi- 
ble that the board itself is uot quite clear 
on this matter. Any information which 
would clearly set forth tlu* duties and 
responsibilities of the hoard would no 
doubt be fully appreciated by its mem- 
bers.

One of the Son ton papers published a 
j dispaleli front Washington lnsl, week, 
] staling that some Newton Republicans 
! wore in that city, laboring with the Post 
I Office department to lmve a straight-out 
| Republican oppointed as postmaster of 
j Newton, and not to allow Congress- 
man Candler to come any of his 
; funny reform hindnesR over this office, 
as ho did at Newtonville. The dispatch 
did not say who the straight-out candi- 
date was that was proposed for Post- 
master Mot gan’s place, or who tho 
parties were, advocating that “the hoys” 
ought to get some reward for all their 
labors. Tho popular sentiment, how- 
ever, seems to Ijo in favor of tho reap- 
pointment of Mr. Morgan, and if a 
caucus should he held there is littlo 
doubt that ho would receive a largo 
majority of the Republican votes. He 
has certainly earned a reappointment, 
for thero is no more faithful postmaster 
in tho sorvice, and politics ought to liavo 
nothing to do witli the postofficcs. The 
disnatch was certainly a compliment to 
Congressman Candler, as it implied that 
he was in favor of reappointing faithful 
officials. 

Tiif. placing of hides on the dutiable 
list again has stirred up the leather men 
to an evon more vigorous rcmonstranco 
and tl.o ways and means committee are 
being roundly denounced for yielding to 
the big beef combine in Chicago, who 
alone will be bouefittod by the duty. 
Congressman Candler denounces the 
hide duty and also the increase on car- 
pot wools, which the Bigelow- Carpot 
company says will increase the price of 
ingrain carpets 10 cents a yard. The ac- 
tion of tho Republicans in our State leg- 
islature in refusing to vote for tho reso- 
lution calling for free bides, because it 
was introduced by a Democrat, is being 
very harshly criticized now by the leath- 
er men, who think that if the resol u 
tions had passed, the duty would never 
have been replaced. If there wore less 
politics and more business among the 
Republican leaders under the gilded 
dome, it would bo much better for the 
industries of the State. 


Wharton Barker’s nickel mine is 
placed on tho free list, which naturally 
displeases Mr. Barker, and his paper, the 
Philadelphia Amor. can, now talks about 
the proposed “change of the tariff from 
being the exact and systematic expres- 
sion of a principle into a mere string of 
jobs, weak at every point, assailable all 
along the line.’’ The American appeals 
for “scientific, not log-rolling tariffs, ’’and 
as Mr. Barker owns the only nickel mine 
in the country, a high duty on that met- 
al would mean a great many dollars to 
him.

All the requirements of this depart- 
ment relating to Eliot Hall, situated at 
Newton and owned by you having been 
complied with, I have this day cei tilled 
that the means of egress therefrom are 
sufficient for one thousand persons. 
The building is now in a most excellent 
condition. 'I he plans show that there is 
a brick partition wall between each store 
extending from the ground in the base- 
ment to the second lloor of the building, 
that the ceiling under the hall Moor is 
wire lathed and plastered, and the floor 
lined with a coat of cement with fire and 
smoke stope in the stairway; an addi- 
tional covered stairway having been 
constructed live feet wide extending 
from the hall to tho corridor on second 
Moor, water supply pipe extending to 
hall and hose attached thereto, proper 
signs posted directing the audience on 
retiring from the ball, and the steam 
boiler being located outside of the build- 
ing. It would seem that nil precaution 
had been taken to make the hall safe, 
and to relieve the anxiety of all persons 
when assembled therein.

FIRE AT NKWTOMILLK. 


W. r. I’ A It K Mil’s STOCK STAIll. I AND K , 
Til II LI. HOUSES BURNED. 

Shortly after ti o’clock, Saturday even- 
ing, two alarms were rung in quick succes- 
sion from box‘28. for afire in the stock 
stable* of W. c. Parker, situated on Craft* 
street. Both were given by II. N. Hyde, 
superintendent of tin- New ton water work*, 
who saw the blaze in the burning buildings 
front the window of his residence, near by. 

The lire had a good start and in? fore the 
arrival of the apparatus the buildings, 
consisting of a large barn, carriage house 
and L, were in Humes. Mr. Parker bad 
been out to ride and w hile on Ids way home 
discovered the fire. Upon arriving at the 
scene of the conflagration, he hastily dosed 
the mni ii door in tho L and witli the assist- 
ance of his foreman succeeded in getting 
out six horses safely through a rear door. 

He then went to the main stable where l.*> 
horses were stalled and with the assistance 
of P. A. MoVicar, II. N. Hyde and others, 
was successful in getting all but three of 
the horses from the burning building. The 
animals were nearly frantic and rushed 
into adjacent fields, being captured finally 
after bard work nml put up temporarily in 
the stables of Mr. Parker's neighbors. All 
the other live stock was saved including 
four cows and 12 pigs. One of the colts 
made its way from the main Imrn to the L 
where it sought refuge in a box stall. The 
animal thrust its nose through an aperture 
overhead and succeeded In breathing pure 
air until finally released, about three hours 
inter. The main portion of the structure 
was practically burned to the ground and 
little remained of the carriage house and L 
save tin* charred frames which were left 
standing. The contents of the building' 
were a total loss including two valuable 
sulkies, democrat wagon, two exercising 
carts, several old buggies, carriages, farm 
wagons, all the harnesses valued at about 
$700, farming implements worth about 
$.'><xi, and 20 tons of hay stored in the loft. 

The groom, who slept in the stables, lost a 
gold watch. The buildings were valued at 
about $8,000 and were insured for $3500. 
Insurance Imd been placed on the contents 
recently through the agencies of J. F. 

Hyde and Charles Holden, sufficient, it is 
thought, to nearly cover the loss. The 
total loss on buildings and contents is 
estimated at about $15,000. It is supposed 
that tile fire started from a defective lieu. 

Asa result of the fire, Mr. Parker had an 
ill turn and was finally obliged to seek rest 
within doors, after his strenuous exertions 
and the effects of the excitement. A large 
crowd witnessed the conflagration and 
citizens generally aided in giving all assist- 
ance possible. The firemen worked earn- 
estly, but contended against too great odds, 
the lire having gained a tremendous head- 
way and tin* high wind fanning the Humes 
and contributing in the work of destruc- 
tion. The police arrangements, under the 
direction of Sergt. C. P. 1 1 nestis, were all 
that could be desired.

MANS REFORM ( M'll 


1,00 V AND RKWLUTfOX* ON THE LATE 
JOHN 8. FAItLOW. 

The members of the Massachusetts 
Reform Club met. Tuesday night at tin* 
Parker House, Boston, to take action on 
the death of their president, t lie late 
lion. John S. Fallow. There wm a very 
laige attendance. Col. Chat It s R. ( oil- 
man presided. Mr. Winslow Warien, 
tho acting secretary and chairman of the 
executive committee, in presenting the 
resolution which had been drawn up, 
said: I knew Mr. Fallow first in the 0th 
district campaign lot the election of Col. 
Lyman, iu 1882. He threw himself into 
that contest with all tho earnestness and 
courage that marked his whole career. 
As, early in life, he had joined the Free 
Soil movement and showed himself 
superior to party dictation, so, later in 
life, with the freshness of youth, lie 
joined the civil service reform and tariff 
reform movements, aud when he allied 
himself to any cause lie enlisted for the 
war, and never sounded a retreat. When 
this club was organized he became its 
president, and had tilled that position 
faithfully since. He was a tower of 
strength to the club. Immeasurable as 
his loss is to us, it is still greater to the 
community in which ho lived, and over 
which for years he had poured the 
stream of his generous bounty. No 
party ties can smother the conscience 
which will not submit to party dictation. 
No party whip, no party name can compel 
an independent man to forswear his ini if 
ciples, or abandon reforms to which lus 
faith is pl.dged. With whatever party 
invidttally wo may for a time ally our- 
selves, that party can only be for us so 
far as it is true to great principles in 
which we believe, and so far as it seeks 
honest and incorruptible and intrepid 
agents to carry those principles forward. 
That is the lesson we can learn from men 
like John is. Fallow, who recognize no 
party superior to principles, and no 
party leaders as worthy of being follow- 
ed who place their party above the 
country entitled to their protection ami 
support. The speaker then read the 
! resolution, as follows: 

Resolved, that in the death of John 8. 
Fallow, for many years the president of 
this club, the community lias lost a 
citizen not only conspicuous for great 
ability, for absolute integrity and for 
public and private benevolence, but, 
what is far less common, eminent for his 
public spirit, his strong sympathy with 
every movement for reform, liis uncom- 
promising hostility to all that is base iu 
public life, bis singularly unselfish pur- 
pose, his sound judgment and liis un- 
wavering courage. IIS preserved to the 
end of a long life the zeal and the hope- 
fulness of youth, and his sudden death 
in apparently unbroken strength leaves a 
place which it is hard to fill, for it is to 
men like him that Massachusetts owes 
her character and her influence. 

Mr. E. B. Haskell next spoke of the 
great value in politics of men like Mr. 
Farlow, of the purity of their late presi- 
dent’s motives, ami of the fearless man- 
ner in which lie stood for truth and for 
right. Eulogies were also pronounced 
by Mr. J. J. Myers and Mr. C. S. Itacku- 
niann. The resolution was then adopted. 


Hou. Alden Speare’ s Views. 

Hon. Alden Speare spoke at the meeU 
ing of the Home Market club in Boston, 
Tuesday eveuiug, and contended that in 
the case of a Veimont farm, the raw ma- 
terial was solely the land which au axe 
had never touched, and that in the case 
of the Western prairie it was the prairie 
itself. Instead of importing quantities 
of wool, etc., let us manufacture them at 
homo, keeping our money at home, pay- 
ing the laborers at home, and thus make 
a demand for the farmer’s products, 
lie agreed that a duty on hides was un- 
wise and injudicious, but, at the same 
time, the ranchmen in the West would 
toll us that they were not paying expen- 
ses. They found that hides were uot 
protected while other industries were 
protected, and said that if they could 
get 2 cents a pound upon hides it would 
be $1 or $2 a head upon the cattle. 
Was there anything unreasonable for 
them in their request’.* He did not be- 
lieve that a duty on hides was wise as a 
party measure or was best for the conn 
try; he was looking at the question 
through a ranchman’s eyes for a mo- 
ment. 

Mr. Speare expressed his belief in re- 
ciprocity with other American countries; 
favored'takiug off every particle of duty 
on sugar and paying a subsidy of two 
cents per pound on every pound of su- 
gar produced iu this country, nml 
agreed with Mr. Rice in regard to the ne- 
cessity of building up the American 
navy. Continuing, he asked it we could 
j hope, considering the wages paid, to re- 
vive American shipping without paying 
subsidies. He meant to do all that he 
could to show the people the correct- 
ness of the view that we should have an 
American marine aud should build it at 
home. It was said thnt Mr. Gould, 
when he contracted for the China, had 
said that lie bought the vessel for about 
$li-Ht,(HH» less than he could have had it 
constructed in this country. Suppose it 
were so. If he had paid $500,000 for the 
vessel he had the vessel, but the $500,000 
w as annihilated, so far as America was 
concerned. Now suppose that vessel 
had beeu built here amt had cost *000,- 
000, and the additional *100,000 had 
been paid by the General Government as 
a subsidy. Would the United States 
have been better or not” Did we need 
much of a political congress to see that 
iu one case we had a vessel und the $000,- 
000 and in the other wo simply had the 
vessel, while the $500,000 had gone from 
us forever and always? Not only that, 
but it was estimated, aud he thought it 
underestimated, that $2on.oo0 went from 
A tuuiioa every year in transportation ot 
goods or persons abroad, all ot which 
went to enrich the foreign countries. 

He continued that he was for protec- 
tion, for it last ami always, because lie 
believed it to lie best, not onl> lor the 
c ipitalists, not only for the inaunfaetui 
er, but best and foremost ami always tor 
the laborer | Applause.)

SCIIOOI. It AltO K. 

The common council met Monday eve- 
ning. President Hyde in the chair and 
found. men Mead. 1’ovter, Crohore, 
Itoffe, Churohlll, Collins, Richardson, 
Fork nail, Hall, Estabrook and Hutch 
present. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved, and a long docket of 
business from the upper branch was 
disposed of in concurrence. 

When the item appropriating $1,200 
for the purchase of four horses canto up, 
Councilman Dutch said he did not sec 
why the city should pay $W*0 fora horse, 
when Mr. Eddy, Mr. Maguc.or any other 
large buyer of horses in the city could 
get the kind of horses required at $250 
each, and get them a month on tvial if 
desired. Tito price of horses lud been 
reduced from $25 to $50, as he found 
when he was buying them, and he 
thought it was his duty to protest if the 
city was paying more for anything than 
individuals had to pay. In other de- 
partments the city was paying more than 
be had to pay for the same things, and 
lie thought it was the duty of the coun- 
ciluien to stop the leaks, if they could. 

Councilman Richardson said he know 
liorseB could be bought for $250, but. 
they were not first-class horses, such as 
the city of Newton wanted, and he would 
like to have Mr. Dutch go round the 
Iljston silc stables with him, and see 
w hether first-class draught horses could 
be taken a mouth on trial or not, or 
could be bought for less than $1100. A 
little experience in such matters opened 
the eyes a good deal, .and he did not 
think that $1,200 was any too much. 

When the report in regard to buying 
the Sargent land on Wabau Hill came up, 
Councilman Estabrook asked if the land 
was for a reservoir or for a park, as the 
report was a little indefinite. In other 
parts of the city, if a park was wanted, 
the citizens were told that they must 
pay half, and he did not see why Chest- 
nut Hill should be mute any exception. 

President Hyde said that the land was 
w anted for water purposes. 

Councilman Estabrook said that in 
the water board report it was stated 
that only two acres were needed for the 
reservoir, and yet here the plan is for 
the city to buy between and 10 acres. 
What is the other seven acres for, and 
why should the city buy it? six years 
ago the land could have been bought for 
$10,000, and last year it was assessed for 
$20,000, and it was only a short time ago 
that the owner wanted to sell it so bad 
that lie was offering it for a hotel site, 
and to nke stock in the hotel. lie had 
been told by a prominent real estate 
dealer that $20,000 was a good price for 
the land, and yet it was proposed to 
have the city pay over $40,000. Why 
not condemn the two acres needed and 
take it in the usual way, without making 
the city buy such a large tract at such nn 
exorbitant price? 

Engineer Noyes was called on to ex- 
plain, and said the two acres was only 
w hat was needed at once, but the plan 
was to make the new reservoir only one- 
fourth of a reservoir system to be placed 
sju the hill, so that in future when the 
fire system was extended all over the 
city, there would be plenty of room for 
extension. The plan called for some 5 
■and 0 1 0th s acres, which would allow 
for a driveway around it. This would 
.leave a tier ot lots which could be used 
for building purposes. The committee 
which had been negotiating with Mr. 
Sargent, ooul I not get a less price from 
him. Ib* wanted -s’lo.OOO for the 5 and 
fi-IOths acres, and real estate men say 
that for the whole tract 10 cents a foot is 
not excessive, as laud has been sold near 
there tor 1 1 and 1-1 cents a fo it. 

i oaocilman Estabrook said lie had a 
very good opinion of t lie assess irs, and 
thought they very seldom failed to get 
all a pie e of property was worth in the 
list, and ii it was worth only $20,000 a 
year ago, lie did not see how the land 
had increased so much in value in such a 
short • m< It showed » great appreci t 
tion in that section of the city. 

President Hyde said he knew several 
real '-- ate m. ii and they had syd that it 
was not an excessive price. lie would 
quote Mr. J. F. Hyde, who would be 
admire-! as having the interests of New- 
ton at heart, and lie had said it was a 
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> > .ueiltuuti Hull said the high service

Councilman Hoffe stirred up quite a 
commotion by introducing a petition in 
regard t" tin* high school barge from the 
south side of the city. which had stopped 
running, as Mr. Newell was losing mon- 
ey. and recommending an appropriation 
to help pay for the balance ot the year, 
and also that a committee to consist of 
one alderman and two eouncilmon bo up- 
pointed to confer with the 11 »ston A Al- 
bany railroad ofti dais, t<* secure if possi- 
ble,* equitable rates for high school 
scholars. It was signed by Frank Ed- 
munds and some foi tv others. 

Councilman Forknnll asked how long 
the bai go bad C0M&d to run. 

Councilman Ruff e said four weeks ago. 

Councilman Forknnll said the school 
board had voted down a proposition to 
ask the city to pay part of the expenses 
of the barge and bo should oppose it. 

President Hyde said the proposition 
had failed in the school hoard because 
Mr. Putney was absent and Rev. Mr. 
llorubrooke was lute. It would un- 
doubtedly be passed at the next meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Forknall said he was wholly op- 
posed to voting money for residents of 
Wards Five and Six. Other wards did 
not receive any such assistance, and 
scholars did not have the advantage of 
good concrete walks. 

President Hyde said Mr. Forknall 
would fail to find much concrete bet ween 
the High school and the Highlands. 
This appropriation was not a new matter, 
but the barge had been running as far 
hack as he could remember, and it was 
started in the early days of the High 
school on condition that the advanced 
school at Newton Centro was given up. 
On the railroad, the children from the 
south side had to pay from 12 to 15 cents 
each wav, while on the north side the 
highest charge was 5 cents, or 4 if ten 
trip tickets were used. Many poor 
children were obliged to give up the 
high school as they could not wnlk the 
four miles from Oak Ilill and Upper 
Falls, and could not afford to pay the 
fare. 

Mr. Forknall said no money had been 
appropriated for two years. 

Mr. Dutch said 4 miles was the 
fartlicrest point, and most of them only 
had to go two or two and one half miles. 
That was not a long distance for 
children 15 years. When he was a boy 
he thought nothing of walking four or 
live miles after a day’s work to go home 
with a pretty girl. 

Mr. Collins said the children to be car- I 
l ied were mostly girls, many of whom | 
were delicate and could not walk such a 
, loug distance, especially in inclement I 
weather, aud their parents could not 
afford to pay their car fare, and so they 
could not attend the High school. 

The motion was passed to appoint a 
committee to confer with the railroad i 
authorities, about the price of tickets. 

Mr. Ruffe then introduced a motion to j 
appropriate $125 for conveyance of 
pupils the balance of the year, but it 
was opposed by Mr. Forknall, and he 
aud Messrs. Dutch and Porter voted 1 
against it. thus preventing its passage. , 

An invitation was received from the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and J 
Joiners to attend a meeting to be held in i 
Cole’s Hall. 

An order was passed authorizing the ; 
I Water Board to lay 1(55 feet of (5 inch J 
water main on Webster street, at an ex- j 
peuse pot to exceed $220.

I Fallow, which were adopted by a rising 
! vote: 

1 Whereas, our esteemed fellow-citizen, 
John s Fallow, has been called to a 
higher life, it is fitting that we, the rep- 
resentatives of the City which has for so 
long a period been his home, and in 
which his liberal benefactions have beet) 
bestowed, should give public expression 
of the appreciation in which his life and 
character are held, and to record iu brief, 
the deeds which will forever endear his 
name and memory, therefore be it 

Resolved, that in tlio death of Mr. Far- 
low, the city lias sustained the loss of a 
citizen, prominent in the community in 
which lie lived, and whose influence was 
far reaching: a gentleman conspicuous 
for his public and private benevolence, 
a witness bis gifts of a park, and a ref- 
erence room in the Free Library. Iiis 
gift of a mortuary chapel at the Newton 
, Cemetery, a tribute of honor and affec- 
tion to a dead friend, will bear enduring 
testimony to the fiuer traits of his char- 
acter. 

Resolved, That his absolute integrity, 
sound judgement and great strength of 
character form objects worthy of emula- 1 
tion, and combine to make a notable ex- 
ample of a good citizen. 


DEATH FROM HYDROPHOBIA 


KDDLK ItAlt.VKs, ft W ATKIITOW X LAD, A 
VICTIM TO THE DltKAI) I)I*KASE. 

Eddie Barnes, the 8 year-old sou of ! 
Janies ,J. Barnes, dealer in groceries, Main 
streot, Watertown, died in terrible agony 
from hydrophobia Sunday morning. He 
was bitten Nov. 20, 1880, by a stray ! 
shepherd dog, which seized him by the 
knee, indicting three wounds, the largest 
beiug about an inch long aud half an inch 
deep. I)r. Mead was called, and the 
wounds, after being carefu lly dressed i 
healed up in a short time. The dog was 
followed and shot by Chief Parker. At 
that time it was stated that the dog was 
not rabid, aud as lie wore no collar, his 
owner is not known. At the same time 
lie bit another boy, and also a dog, which 
was killed. The other boy recovered, 
and has shown n<> signs of illness since. 

The parents of Eddie bad some fear of j 
the result, as the boy was of a rather ] 
nervous disposition, and was also afraid 
of going ‘ inad. ” Since the biting lie lias 
slept with bis father, in ease any change j 
in bis condition might occur. About 
two weeks ago he was taken with a 
severe attack of diarrlimj, and on Wed- 
nesday complained of pains in bis 
stomach. Thursday morning lie was 
quite ill, aud Dis. Mead aud Kelley were 
summoned, but they could not help the 
boy, who had spasms and convulsions, 
with frothing at the mouth. He snivel- 
ed untold agonies up to the time of his 
death. He was conscious, and, although 
he knew lie was sick, had uo idea lie was 
going to die. The physicians say little 
about the matter, except that without a 
doubt the boy died from genuine hydro- 
phobia. “There is uo doubt of it,” they 
said. 

Master Barnes was a bright, neat little 
fellow, and a regular attendant of the St. 
Patrick's parochial school, where he was 
loved by the scholars and sisters.

Tlio McKinley Tariff Bill puts r higher 
duty than at present upon imrley, corn, 
oats, oatmeal, wheat, flour, butter, 
cheese, milk, bonus,' eggs, potatoes, 
vegetables, npplcs, prunes, fruits, bacon, 
ham, beef, mutton, and pork. Now this 
incroMe of the duty must either produce 
some effect or produce no effect; and if 
it produces some effect it must eithor 
make prices higher or lower. So wo 
have three possible leHttlts of this hill so 
far as concerns these food products:— 

1. No change in price; 

2. A rise in price; 

fl. A fall in price. 

If the first supposition is correct and 
the now law fails to produce any rosult 
whatever, what shall bo said? Are men 
scut to Congress to idle away their time 
and wnsto the nation’s money in simply 
changing ligures on iho statute book? 

If the second Rupnositiou is right and 
prices will rise, what becomes of the 
constant boast of the protectionist that 
a tariff lowers prices? If the farmer is to 
get more for his bacon and his barlov, 
whore is the protection for the man who 
buys and eats the bacon and the barley? 

If tlio thin! supposition is correct and 
prices will fall, what about the farmer? 
If the consumers are to be given butter 
and milk more cheaply, what about the 
farmer? 

Come, conic, Mr. McKinley, let us bear 
what it is. Is your bill a lie to the con- 
sumer, or to the farmer, or to both?

If wo tax any, 
let It he those that, are over rather than 
those that are under t wenty yearn old. 
lint if we nro not wise enough to make 1 
all hooks free, wo can nt least add to the 
free list “hooks, maps, and engravings, 
npccially imported, not more than one 
copy for the use of any individual, and 
not for sale: hooks in any othor language 
than English, and hooks in the English 
language more than one year old. and not 
republished in tlio United States.” 

Illustrated hooks and engravings 
especially should be admitted fioe, since : 
they are never republished, and they nro 
of infinite value for industrial as well as 
artistic purposes. 

‘‘This is not,” said Mr. Curtis, “a case 
of patriotism or protection.” The most 
thoroughly protective countries of 
Europe “are able to see that there are 
other things worth possessing besides 
money.” And as for the protectionists 
of this count! y, “The worst thing that 
can happen is to lot our people discover , 
that protection and education in this 
country cannot coexist. If wo arc com- 
pelled to choose between the two, the i 
issuo will not he always doubtful.”

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The Barbarous Book Duties. 

(From the New York Weekly Post.) 

Mr. Charles B. Curtis has written a 
very striking letter on “Duties on 
Books,” which the Tribune handsomely 
prints— we use the phrase seriously, for 
really it is handsome of the Tribune to 
print such an attack on the sacred tariff, 
and denotes some lingering of the alTec- 
tion for letters and arts which once gave 
distinction to that newspaper. Mr. 
Curtis says, with great force, that for 
our public schools we spent in 1888 more 
than $1 15,000,000 and he adds: 

We willingly submit to this outlay be- 
cause we believe that education is the 
cornerstone of our free institutions. 
And yet, while with one hand wo spend 
our money lavishly to make knowledge 
free to all, with the other we close the 
door against it by taxing the very hooks 
which wo have taugllt our children ami 
ourselves to read. We seem anxious 
that our people should have a smattering 
of knowledge, but if they seek to go 
further and become truly learned, we 
refuse their desires by means that ha 
no parallel in the history or practice of 
mankind, civilised or savage. . . . 

We seem to care less for our offspring 
than for our cattle. Animals for breed- 
ing purposes are, under our tariff, ad- 
mitted free. We think it important to 
improve the bodies of our heifers because 
they have a computable value, but we 
do not coucern ourselves to improve the 
minds of our children by giving them 
untrammelled access to the best wisdom 
of the world. 

Every Government 111 Europe admits 
books tree, excepting only Spain, whose 
tariff, however, is but 80 cents per 100 
pounds. “Even China and Japan, 
nations which wo, in our pride and self- 
conceit, call uncivilized, and whose 
people wo shut out from our shores, 
have sufficient intelligence to make a 
tariff that, in this respect, should put us 
to the blush.” Thu only countries which 
maintain duties on books are Hayti, 
Liberia, Mexico, the Argentine Republic, 
Guatemala, and Spain; two of them 
peopled by negroes, and all ot them poor, 
in debt, and, as we should say, very much 
behindhand in ideas. Yet it is in this 
contemptible category that wo place 
ourselves, with taxes on knowledge two 
and a half times as high as the highest 
in any of thusc poor countries, and 
greater than the sum of all of them added 
together. As to the duties on hooks by 
mail, concerning which we had ourselves 
something to remark, on the same day 
that the Tribune published Mr. Curtis’s 
letter, he says: 

Of nil petty annoyances this is tin; 
worst. In 1884 the" number of hook 
packages coming by mail from abroad 
was <k),22fi, the duties were $10,4117, an 
average of seventeen cents per nackago. 
This sum was less than the salaries, rent, 
stationery, and postage required in col- 
lecting it, so that the only profit the 
Government gained was in harassing 00, • 
000 of its citizens. There is probably no 
tax levied by any government in the 
world which is collected in such small 
sums, from so many different people, and 
which is more than absorbed in tlio cost 
of collection. 

Mr. Curtis observes further that the 
case was not always so with us; that 
under the tariff framed by the fathers of 
tho republic in 1780 hooks wore free, and 
s(» continued for half-a-ccntury, and that 
the present rate, which is 10 per cent, 
above that of the war tariff, inis been in 
force only since 188J. To the condition 
that the existing tariff admits free of 
duty books which are more than twenty 
years old, lie replies that this is an in - 
significant matter, for these amounted 
last year to only 12 per cent, of the hooks 
imported. 

Moreover, old hooks are not tho ones 
wo most need. This is an age of intense 
movement, when even steam and 
electricity are too slow. Twenty years 
count far more to us t han a century did 
to our ancestors. Tho student, the 
scientist, the chemist, the physician, the 
engineer, and even the skilled workman, 
mast keep up with the time, and he can 
only do this by informing himself of 
what the latest and most advanced 
thinkers and workers are doing, not in 
America alone, but in tho world beyond. 
It ih not enough that we should have 
what all the rest of mankind knew twenty 
years ago, witliiu that period the 

wonderful discoveries in dfemistry, 
dyeing, photography, steam, eloctricity, 
explosives, machinery, etc., have revolu- 
tionized the industry of the nations and 
altered the map of the earth, and yet our 
tariff hinders us from reading of these 
things in foreign works until the know- 
ledge bus ceased to he practical or use- 
ful. If we thirst for kuowlodge of 
Pasteur. Koch, Darwin, or Huxley, wo

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NEWTON’S YOUNG PEOPLE. 


Whether Newton is doing its full duty 
by the young people within its limits 
is the question that is agitating some 
minds. We have a fine system of 
schools, the public library, with reading 
rooms in West Newton and Newton 
Centre, and a play ground in the latter 
village. We have also a Y. M. C. A. 
building in Newton, in rather dim pros- 
pect, and wo have the city streets. 
Whether the citizens have done their full 
duty in providing these advantages is 
being asked in many quarters. 

For the boys who liave attractive 
homes and careful and watchful parents, 
perhaps nothing more is needed, but in 
overy village there is a large class, whose 
only resort for recreation is the streets, 
sind that it is a popular school can be 
seen any fine evening. Whether the in- 
struction given there is such as to tit 
these growing boys for the duties of 
citizenship is a doubtful question. What 
some of them learn there is told only 
too plainly in the police court records, 
where too many young boys appear. 

The Y. M. C. A. building might meet 
the needs of Wards One and Seven, if 
the building should become an establish- 
ed fact, but what about the other 
villages? Ward Two has a reading room 
recently established in oue corner of the 
ward, at Nonantum, by people who realize 
the necessity of providing some place of 
resort for young people, and furnishing 
them with innocent amusements. People 
are asking if this is sufficient, **r if it is 
not the duty of citizens to go further 
and take a more serious interest in the 
welfare of the young people who are to 
become our future citizens. It is pro- 
posed to build a Memorial Ilall for the 
exhibition of relics of the war, and to 
provide a meeting place for the Grand 
Army, but is it not equally important to 
provide men fit to succeed t lie heroes of 
the war of the rebellion? Would it not 
be well to broaden the Memorial ilall pro- 
ject so as to include some effort to leach 
the boys who now throng the streets, 
and who are left almost uncared for? 

The men of the city with their 
clubs, and lodges, and societies almost 
-without number are abundantly pro- 
vided for, but there is a hick of organ- 
ized effort to reach those upon whom at 
no distant day the future of Newton will 
depend. A number of citizens are giving 
•the matter serious consideration, and are 
anxious that it should be agitated in ihe 
newspapers, until some society or some 
body of citizens take the question 
actively in hand, and do what they can 
to keep the boys not only out of mischief, 
but furnish them with some attractive 
instruction that will tend to make them 
good citizens. 


1 r is expected that the High School 
Investigating Committee will make a 
report at the meeting of the school 
board, next Wednesday evening, and if 
so, tin* committee has certainly acted 
with commendable promptness. To 
make a thorough investigation of the 
school, and get to the bottom of all the 
difficulty that is said to exist, to find the 
reasons for the dissatisfaction and to 
present a remedy in such a short time 
speaks highly for the ability of the mem- 
bers of the committee, and they probably 
liave devoted the greater part of their 
time to their duties, as otherwise it 
would have been impossible to go over 
*o much ground in so short a time. Un- 
fortunately Mr. Hollis has been ill and 
unable to attend any meetings, so that 
the whole burden has fallen on Kev. Mr. 
Ilornbrooke, and Messrs. Dickinson, 
Travis and Drew. The report will he 
looked for with a good deal of interest.

Great Cry. Little Wool. 

For several weeks there has been an 
active, and, to the casual uewspaper 
reader, bitter warfare carried on by the 
Massachusetts insurance commissioner's 
otlice against the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company, which was peremptorily, 
and, as the Gazette took occasion at the 
time to remark, arbitrarily refused per- 
mission to do business within this com- 
monwealth, iu which its financial inter- 
ests were very large. From one end of 
the country to the other its distribution 
policy was advertised as being “wholly 
inconsistent with the spirit of the stat- 
ute, contrary to its language, while its 
provisions and terms render it unfair, 
misleading, deceptive and ensnaring.” 

We quote Commissioner Merrill’s ex 
act words, in his open letter to the pres- 
ident of the New York Life, to the end 
that no injustice may be done him. 

After such a loud outcry we were pre- 
pared, when the announcement was 
made that the company had altered its 
policy to conform the views of Commis- 
sioner Merrill with reference to this 
branch of insurance, to see a sweeping 
change, but a careful examination of the 
original and ameuded policies as pub- 
lished in the papeis on Saturday last 
fails to show wherein the policy has been 
altered in the slightest material degree. 
To all iutents and purposes it is the same 
policy. 

In the eighth lino of the amended pol- 
icy the words, “beiug the premium for 
two years’ term insurance,” are substi- 
tuted for the words, “being the first pre- 
mium.'' In the tenth line of the amend- 
ed policy the words, “being the life pre- 
mium,” are inserted after the words, 
“and of the annual payment of seven 

hundred and twelve dollars and 

cents.” 

In the .’Oth aud :>7th lines of the so- 
called amended policy the words, “that 
is to say the premiums for four years of 
insurance,” are inserted hetweeu the 
sentences, “as above specified” and “a 
j paid-up policy will be issued.” 

The new form of policy is now termed 
“a combination term and life" where 
before it was referred to as “an ordinary 
1 lite” policy. 

i Now the point we wish to make is: 
Why put the New York Life, which 
was doing an enormous business iu this 
state, to all the trouble and expense to 
which they have been subjected, when a 
| half hour's friendly talk concerning the 
| matter would have obviated all difficulty? 

1 With the exceptions above noted, and 
1 they in no wise alter the scope or intent 
I of the policy, the amended one, which 
meets with the approval of the insur- 
ance department, in no wise differs from 
the old. and it would seem that an in-

A* they turned rhythmically, the son shin- 
ing upon the rainbow colors of the hoops 
ami tin* prismatic ones of the girls m 
white, the effect was beautiful. Greek 
crosses, rings aud other difficult formations 
were made without a single hitch, aud Un- 
graceful young athletes retired amid a 
storm of applaosi*.

| “SOME USES OF Kir II PEOPLE." 

I A (Httcou rue on this topic was recently 
j delivered bv tlio Hector of Grace Church, 
i and one on a similar topic by the Rev. 
Brook Hereford. A full report of the 
latter appeared in the Boston Herald, and 
was followed by a number of statements 
gathered by the enterprising interviewer 
| who called to get the views of wealthy 
Boston people. 

The general drift of the two discourses 
is probably host expressed by a remark 
made in I)r. Lyman Abbott’s recent 
speech in Chicago, viz, that we have now 
reached a period of distribution when 
those who have moans must soo that 
more accumulation or accumulation for 
selfish purposes is contrary to tho de- 
mands of the age. Wealth is to he 
recognized as a trust to bo employed for 
benollcent purposes. 

In the sermon in Grace t'huich the 
point was made that whilo no man 
should he abused for possessing wenlth 
which he had gained honestly, or which 
had come to him by inheritance, every 
person who had more than was demand- 
ed for his legitimate needs was bound to 
consider what use he could make of it 1 
for others, and especially for the improve- 
ment of tho community in which he | 
lived. One of the uses of rich pcoplo was 
declared to ho to press forward those 
movements wliicli advanced tho comfort, 
the convenience, and tho morality of the 
people. 

It would seem as if these utterances 
from persons occupyiug such different 
standpoints may indicate a growing con- 
viction that the time has indeed come to 
regard the custodianship of wealth as 
bringing with it especial responsibilities. 

It were well if this responsibility wero 
more regarded by our own citizens, so 
that the many opportunities for henelit- 
ing others wore more eagerly made use 
of than they arc. 

For example:— There are now several 
movements in Newton where money 
could be most advautangeously applied. 

Tho Cottage Hospital ought to have 
some new buildings and its endowment 
fund should he largely increased. 

The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion should have its now building. 

The Pommy Home should bo put on a 
more secure foundation, as also Miss 
Williston’s Home at West Newton. 

It is not necessary to look far for good 
objects. We have them in*our midst. 

The Boston Journal thinks that there 
will he no opposition to Mr. Candler’s 
renomination in this district. This may 
bo, but it depends a good deal on Mr. 
Candler’s record in Congress. The 
people are beginning to think they 
should have New England men to repre- 
sent New England, and although Mr. 
Candler talks satisfactorily, the pebple 
are waiting to see how he votes.

opens with an interesting account of 
maple sugar makiug in Canada.

"The Ballad of King Henry of Castile,” 
is a rhymed story from ohf Spanish his- 
tory, by Tudor Jenks, aud illustrated by 
Child Hassam. Mary Hal lock Foote 
tells the story of a little boy’s "Visit to 
John’s Camp,” and illustrates her own 
story. Other contributions arc: “The 
Chinese Giant. ’ an amusing extravagan- 
za, hy Ruth Dana Draper, illustrated by 
Benscll; "The Bunny Stories”; natural 
history papers hy Ernest Thompson, and 
verse by Kate Cleary, Helen Walden, 
aud Carolino Evans. 

The April Arena presents a table of 
coutonts which will challenge the atten- 
tion of every thoughtful magazine read- 
er. Bishop J. L. Spaulding, of tho Ro- 
man Catholic Church, reviews Colonel 
lngersoll in the scholarly manner that 
characterizes all his writings.

T. Angell. president of "The 
American Humane Education Society,” 
and the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, has 
his heart’s desire. 

Whether lie "waited patiently,” ac- 
cording to scriptual injunction, or not, 
he does not sav. but he does say that for 
more than twenty years the wish of his 
heart lias been’ t list somebody might 
write a book which should l*e as widely 
read as "Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” and which 
should have as wide-spread and power- 
ful infiuence in abolishing cruelty to 
horses as "Uncle Tom’s Cabin” had 
upon the abolition of human slavery.

THE NEWTON VI LLE BANK 

RECOMMENDATIONS OF TIIE CONGRES- 
SIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Representative Bootlunan front the Com- 
mittee on Claims ha* made a report upon 
tin* famous ease of the First National Bank 
of Newton, Mass., which grew out of the 
Hartwell defalcation. This Dili was favor- 
ably reported by the Committee on Claims 
of the Senate iu the 4Hth Congress, aud 
after an exhaustive discussion passed that 
body. It was again favorably reported hy 
the Committee on Claims of the Senate, 
the report being made by Senator Jackson, 
which was adopted hy the Committee on 
Claims of the House iu the 49th Congress. 
The committee after recommending the 
payment of the money, says: 

The hill calls for the payment of | i-2per 
cent Interest, hut your committee regard 
3 1-2 per cent as u sufficiently high rate 
under the circumstances of this case. The 
government is placed in it* present posi- 
tion as regards this claim by reason of the 
criminal act of its trusted employee, iu fact 
a conspiracy between the employee of the 
United States ami the cashier uud one of 
the directors of the bank, all acting, it i* 
true, without authority, express or Implied, 
from their respective principals. But the 
fault has not been wholly that of the agent 
of the government. The trusted employee 
ami one of the directors of the hank were 
also at fault This, however, entirely 
without authority from the bank. Rut 
regarding it as a matter between iiullvl 
I duals, it is a case w here two innocent 
principals are compelled to suffer hy reason 


of the wrong unauthorized wrong of 
person* in their cmplov. Tin* government 
has repaid the principal -uni taken. Suit 
to reeovei that principal -tint was only 
brought on Feb. 24, 1*7.;, Tin? demand for 
payment was made on the l>t day or March, 
l*<o almost dx years of delay. 

Your committee, therefore, in view of nil 
the facts, conclude that the government 
should pay interest at the rate of i-j 
cent from March 1, inn:, to the date of the 
judgment on Jan. i\, 1881. They thin, 
that if a proper effort Ind been made dur- 
ing tin* time of delay the authoriti to to 
covet interest, a* we'll ns principal." would 
probably have been granted by Uongrc*-. 
And we do not wish to o>t»bfish a piece 
dent that might In* Minded to encourage 
delay in the presentation ’of eiaitn* against 
government for the purpose, It might he. 
of securing interest during the dHny.nl- 
though we do not intend to charge ant ‘such 
intention in this cn-c.

— A pu blic meeting of N ew ton ca rpenters, 
under the auspices of local union 275, 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America, was held in C lie’s Hall, Wednes- 
day evening. It was largely attended, a 
delegation of 75 representing local union 
42i» being present, with the members of un- 
ion 275 and members of other trade organi- 
zations, comprizing an audience of about 
300 persons. The speakers were VV. J. 
Shields, vice-president of the brotherhood, 
FrankW.FosterandJ.il. Moulton. The 
eight-hour movement was advocated as be- 
ing in the interests of the elevation of the 
condition of the working classes ami the 
co-operation of all union men was urged in 
securing its adoption. W. J. Shields in 
his remarks urged the unions to take steps 
to prevent, if possible, outside contractors 
from working more than nine hours per 
day, all the local builders having agreed 
upon nine hours for a day’s work. The 
union men in Newton are satisfied with 
nine hours, and will endeavor to compel all 
builders to agree to that basis for a day’s 
work. They nre dissatisfied with a Brigh- 
ton contractor who is employing non-union 
men and working them 13 and 14 hours per 
day. Tiie total number of carpenters in 
the city is about (kid, ami of that number 
540 are members of the local unions. 

—It is advocated by several citizens, that 
a space on Farlow Park, of suitable size, lie 
set otT hy shtibhery, ami given to the school 
children for a playground. There is a 
space large enough for a boy’s hall game, 
ami by limiting the use of it strictly to 
school children, ami forbidding match 
games, it is believed there would he no 
possible objection to the plan. Such a use 
of a portion of the park was probably in- 
tended by Mr. Farlow, as was stated hy 
Rev. Mr. llornbrooke at the funeral ser- 
vices. and this would provide about the 
only playground the children of this pint 
of Newton have at present. The available 
vacant laud has been so built upon in 
Wards One and Seven, that the boys have 
no place to play save in the streets, ami 
the authorities forbid them to play there. 
New ton Centre people took hold of the 
matter and succeeded in getting a play- 
ground, hut although Newton has a great 
deal more ability, financially, to provide 
for its children, tit seems impossible to 
arouse any organized interest in plans of 
the kind. Even the proposed V. M. C. 
building has not yet got beyond tin* incu- 
bating stage, and as far as known, the first 
subseriitlon Inis yet to he made, unless Mr. 
II. E. Hibbard’s generous otter of a lot can 
be roiisidered as a subscription. But a lot 
would he of no value without some money 
for the building, although possibly if the 
association had the lot, part -of the money 
for the building could he raised by a inort, 
gage. If it is impossible to raise $50,000, 
w hy not cut down the plans and have a 
510,000 building.

CITY (JOY Kit MM ENT. 

PKVERAI. HEARINGS BEF.GIK THE ROAttt* 
OF Al.UF.KMKX. 

The board of Aldermen met Monday 
evening, Mayor tturr presiding. Messrs, 
liamblen, Johnson, Fenno, Coffin and 
Harbaeh were present. 

Heinan U. Hartford was appointed 
special policeman without pay for Eliot 
Hlock. 

Aldermen Pettee and Hamblen were 
appointed on the committee to see the 
Hoston A Albany railroad officials about 
securing just and equitable reductions in 
tickets for the High School soldiers from 
the South part of the city. 

Alderman Johnson from the police 
committee made a report in regard to 
the delay of the Gamowell Company in 
carrying out their contract for a police 
signal system in this city. He said that 
the contract was signed last November, 
and the four months the company asked 
for expired March 10th, but still the 
work was not completed, and nothing 
seemed to have been done until within a 
few days, when some apparatus had 
been sent to City Hall. The Gamewell 
Company had not asked for any exten- 
sion, and had given no explanation of the 
delay, and the City Solicitor informed 
the committee that the delay rendered 
the contract void, at the opinion of the 
City Council. The committee asked for 
instructions. 

Alderman Johnson tuoveTl that a com- 
mittee of five, two aldermen and three 
councilmcu, be appointed to take action 
in the matter. 

Alderman Fenno said that the company 
intended to finish the work immediately. 
Early last week they shipped the central 
desk and office appliances from New 
York, and they were now in the chief’s 
room, and they had been waiting for the 
city to set up poles. They intended to 
have the boxes all put up by the first of 
May. He moved to lay the whole matter 
on the table till the next meeting to see 
if the boxes were put in by that date, 
as the next meeting would be held on 
May 5th. 

Alderman Hamblen said he had been 
heartily in favor of giving the contract 
to the Gamewell Company, hut he 
thought the company should have given 
some explanation to the committee; 
Aldermau Johnson’s motion was right, 
and he would like to know why the work 
was not done. 

Aldermau Johnson said .as for the 
poles not being ready, the committee had 
agreed to allow the company to use the 
city’s poles as tar as such poles were set, 
and when no such poles existed the com- 
pany were to furnish them. He read from 
the contract in support of this, and said 
their waitiug for the city to set poles 
was merely to save expense. 

The motion to table was not seconded, 
and the motion to appoint a committee 
w'as then passed. Aldermen Hamblen 
and Coffin were appointed on the com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Hamblen reported from the 
claims committee giviug John Joyce 
leave to withdraw, on his petition for 
damages for injuries received from an 
accident because of a pile of stones on 
Washington street. 

Aldermau Harbaeh presented the peti- 
tion of Fred II. Henshaw and others for 
such a location of the lines on Woodward 
street as would not interfere with the 
trees on said street, according to plans 
in the office of the city engineer. 

L. A. Koss gave notice of intention to 
build a house 25 by 29 on Ballard street, 
Ward and another 3d by 39 on Centre 
street, Ward d. 

A. L. Pratt gave notice of intention to ; 
build house 23 by 30 on Fisher avenue, 
Newton Highlands, and I. K. Bridgman, 
house 27 by 35 on Hartford street. 

T. Aden and others asked that 
Cherry Street be widened to agree] 
with the width from Washington to 
Webster street. 

The employes of the highway and 
water departments petitioned for the 
establishment of 0 hours for a day's 
\s ork. 

The Newton Street Railway Company 
petitioned for license to build a car shed 
on Washington near Cross street, 82 by 
155 feet, and also for leave to run switch 
tracks into the shed. A hearing was 
granted on both petitions for Monday 
evening, May 5th, at 8 o’clock. 

li. X. baker and others asked for one 
street lamp on Chester street, between 
Grove and Maple streets. 

Ill VKIt STREET HEARING. 

The hearing on the petition of M. 
Tafft* and others to have the street rail- 
way tracks placed in the middle instead 
of on the side of Hiver street, as they 
now are, was opened. 

W. II Ityan asked what rights had 
been given the company on that stieet 
and wanted the charter read. 

Mayor Burr said the rights were grant- 
ed some 20 years ago, but ho would have 
the charter looked up. 

Mi. John Lane, ol the Street Kailway 
Company Haiti that when the company 
first heard of this petition the) had 
already begun to relay their tracks on 
this street, ami as they had no other 
work that could be done a t that time and 
the road must be put in order by June 
1st, they had gone ahead, it would he a 
great haidship if they were ordered to 
take up their tracks now, but they in- 
tended to keep the tracks in first class 
condition and this he thought would do 
away with the most of the opposition. 

Mr. George NY. Morse said the com- 
pany had tin* franchise to build on the 
side of tiie road ami none to build in the 
centre, and they had to push the work 
to get ready to begin operations. 

James McGlinchey said that in Wal- 
tham the company had been notified 
that there was objection to laying their 
tracks on the side, ami they didn’t put 
them there. The old track hud been 
•'« 1 2 feet from his line, and the new one 
had been moved out 2 feet, and in some 
places 14 feet. Th*s narrowed the street 
just so much, and it was dangerous to 
have electric cars ruo right in front of 
the steps of a mail’s store, the track 
ought to be in the centre of the stieet. 

W. II. ltyau said electric cars will kill 
lots of children, and ought not to be 
allowed on one side of a street, especially 
where the children were so thick. One 
child had been killed by the horse cars. 
He wanted to snow w hut right the city 
gave the compauy ami why his question 
was not answered 
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Geo. I>. t ox wanted to know if the city 
intended to regrade Ulvor stieet or leave 
it just as it was. 

\V. H. Kynn again interrupted about 
the rights granted to the road. 

City Clerk Kingsbury, said the road 
had the same rights the old Waltham j 
road had. 

Jas. McGlinchey asked why the tracks j 
had been moved then. 

Mr. Lane said that he supposed they 
had been laid in tlu* same place as the old 
rails, but it they had been removed it 
was done by direction of the city 
i engineer. I 

Michael Foley asked whv no chairs 
had been used under the rails on Hiver 
street. The company had been to the 
board every meeting for something, and 
they tried to skin every thing. Thcro 
would he fifty children on the tracks all 
the time, and it would he impossible to 
keep them oft. The city had a right to 
make the company lay their tracks in 
the centre of tho street and why didn t 
i it do it? 

Alderman Harbaeh said that no chairs 
was used because the company were not 
required to use chairs on the side of the 
street. 

NV. II. Kynn said for half a mile the 
company took up so much room that 
River street was only 10 feet wide. The 
railroad hail obstructed the street for 20 
years, and it was wrong to lot them do 
it, on one of the greatest thoroughfares 
of the city. The road was not for their 
benefit, they didn’t want it or use it, and 
it was only for benefit of Waltham peo- 
ple who wanted to take the Albany 
trains. 

The hearing was then closed. 

T1IK SPt lt TRACK HEARING. 

Superintendent Emerson explained the 
necessity for the spur traeks near Ba- 
con street and above Elm street, and 
said that when the road used two cars 
J there would have to he some means of 
getting the motor car around the tow 
car. This called for the spur track near 
; Bacon street. At Elm street it was pro- 
posed to have the cars from Newton run 
up the spur track and wait for the Wal- 
tham car to pass down, when the New- 
ton car would back up and go ahead, and 
this would avoid having an extra turn- 
i out, as turnouts were much objected to. 
i They had only two, otto at the watch fac- 
1 tory and one at Parsons street, and hoped 
not to need more if they had these spur 
tracks: they had to make very close 
time with their round trips. The spur 
above El in street could be used if the 
railway was ever extended up NVashing- 
ton sti eet. 


AUSTIN STREET. 

The famous Austin street extension 
came up on an order presented by Aider- 
man Fenuo, appropriating $3,500 to be 
charged to the collection of taxes ot 
1S9J, aud to he paid towards the con- 
struction of Austin street, on condition 
! that the street was built by Dec. 1st, and 
I all land needed given and releases 
j signed for al"“ grade damages. 

On motion °f Alderman Fenno, Mr. T. 
II. Carter was given a .hearing and set 
j forth the reasons for the extension and 
: the fact that it was endorsed by ex- 
Mavor Kimball, ex-Alderman Powers, 
ami ex-Governor Claflin. 

Alderman Harbaeh said he was strong- 
ly opposed to the passage of any such 
exceptional order; it had been the cus- 
tom for all parties to build their own 
streets, if they wished to develop their 
property, and lie saw no reasou for diff- 
erent action in t.iis case. It would es- 
tablish a dangerous precedent and would ] 
destroy all private enterprise, as people 
would lie right down and wait for the j 
city to help them, instead of depending 
on themselves. A vote was then taken, 
and all the members present voted 
I against the order. 

IIIGHW A Y IMPROVE*! ENTS. 

On motion of Alderman Harbaeh an 
order was passed appropriating the 
specific sums set apart in the general 
appropriation bill, for widening and re- 
construction of certain streets, as fol- 
lows: Auburn street, $4,500; NValnut 
street, NVard 2, $3,400; Vf’alnut street, 
NVard 0, $3,000; Kenrick street, NVard 7, 
$2,000; NVaban street, NVard 5, $1,500; Eliot 
street, $3,000; Washington street, NVard 
7, $2,100: Washington street, NVard 4, $2,- 
500; total $22,000. 

An order was passed for one gas lamp 
on Chestnut street, NVard 3;3 incandescent 
lamps on Concord street, NV ui cl 4, 1 on 
Webster place, NVard 3, and one gas lump 
on Park street, Ward 7. 

Alderman Fenuo presented the peti- 
tion of t lie Street Railway company for 
leave to substitute wooden polos for 
iron, where the road tracks ran bv the 
side of the steam railway on NVashingtou 
street, and moved that it he gianted. 

President Morse said that lie felt as 
the heathen did when he approached the 
images of his deity —you may he ugly 
hut 1 know yon are great. Although , 
the road was a short one, yet it necessi- , 
fated just as many petitions as tin. 1 NVest 1 
End road in Boston had to have. • He 
saw with grief the sardonic smile on the 
members every time another petition 
came up. but we are your children, and 
we sit at the foot of the throne aud I 
trust in your goodness, of the 150 cities , 
witli electric roads, only five use iron I 
poles, so he thought they were not ex- 
travagant in asking the slight favor. 

Aldermau Johnson said he hoped the ; 
board would not be influenced by taffy, 
or by sentimental considerations that 
they were granting favors to New- 
ton men. Only one-fourth of the stock 
of the road was owned in Newton, and 
he hoped the hoard would insist on 
keeping the company to the agreement. 

The order granting the right to sub- 
stitute was 3 to 2. 

DRUG gist’s licences. 

Aldermau Johnson reported on the 
petition of the druggists of the city for , 
sixth class licenses, granting licenses to 
all hut Frank NV. Freeman of Lower 
Falls and Albert F. Wright of NVest j 
Newton. 

$47,3ou was appropiiuted for city ex- 
penses during May. 

J. F. Highy was granted an houorabln 
discharge as driver of No 3 hose, aud NV. 

H. Ayles appointed to till the vacancy. 

Joseph Commons was granted an hon- 
orable discharge fioin the Cliemical 
company. 

The hoard then went into executive 
sessiou to consider the case of Officer 
Emerson, aud it was voted to dismiss 
him fioin the police force. 

After the regular session was resumed 
on motion of Alderman llurbach, .>1 .500 
was appointed for 259 feet of <i-iuch wa- 
ter main on Jewett and Gardner streets, 
to take nlace of some that had rusted 
| out, and for 820 feet of 8-iuch main on 
1 NV inches ter street, NVard 5. 

The N. E. Telephone Co’s petition for 
location of nole.s on Bcllovp.f, Centre, 
Park, Eldriuge, Franklin and Washing 
ton stieets came up and Aldermau Coffin 
asked what kind of poles were to be 
used. 

Mr. Kellur said the poles would be 
chestnut poles, 29 feet above ground. the 
best that could he had, sand papered | 
| aud painted. 


Alderman Johnson said he was glad to 
see the Alderman from NVard 1 looked 
after his own street, and he movod that 
the matter lay oil the table for two 
weeks, which was done, hut the order 
was aftei wards more strictly drawn and 
passed. 

J. II. McAdams asked license to set a 
9-horse power engine and holler in <’»u- 
sons block, NVard 0, for mechanical pur- 
poses. Hearing granted for May 5. 

The Mass. Pulsion Telephone company 
was granted license to run wires across 
Hartford and Hoy 1st on streets, NVard 5. 

J. N. Evans asked lot license to put 
tip a store 12 by 22 feet on ('banning 
street. 

C. A. ‘Harrington was granted license 
to put up lumber shed 54 by 34 feet on 
Crafts street- 

Mary Mountain was granted license to 
keep intelligence office, corner of Centre 
and Jefferson streets. 

Junk licenses wore granted to J. Mur- 
phy, K. Merrick, J. NV. Purcell, Goo. 
Peek, Peter Wilson. J. NV. Coppenger 
and J. Managhan, after which tho hoard 
adjourned.

TIIE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

A NEWTON LADY TELLS BROCKTON HOW 
TO START ONE. 

Mrs. ,1. F. Bookman gave nn ntlffroRB 
boforo a meeting of Indies anti gentle- 
men in Brockton, Inst week, which was 
called to form :t Ladies’ Hospital Aid 
Society. Mrs. Heckman was reported in 
tho Brockton Enterprise as follows: 

Mrs. Heckmnn was then introduced, 
and tho story she told proved full of in- 
terest. It was about two months ago, she 
said, that she first heard of Brockton’s 
movement to secure a hospital, and she 
immediately became interested in it. She 
then wont on to toll of tho work that 
had been done in Newton when tho move 
was first made there. In September, 
1887, the present Ladies’ Aid Society was 
formed there, and directors appointed to 
receive donations. They met with con- 
sideration and kindness on all sides. 
Monthly mootings were held, and for 
several months nothing was more talked 
of than the hospital. Entertainments 
wore given in Its behalf, and tho contri- 
butions rolled in from all sides. 

In Juno the Newton Cottago Hospital 
was dedicated, and when the ladies saw 
the result of their work in it they were 
well repaid for their every effort. Tho 
different wards and apartments had all 
been fitted up and furnished from money 
raised directly by thorn or through their 
influence, and tho result was more than 
gratifying. 

A graphic and minute description of 
all the apartments and the work con 
nectcd with them was given by Mrs. 
Heckman, and she mentioned a large 
number of the donations that had been 
made. The desk in the physician’s office 
was given by the young ladies of a 
church, who raised the money by giving 
an entertainment, and a calisthenic drill 
by tho young ladies of the High school 
netted enough money for a lounge for 
the same apartment. The 15 or more 
bods in the men’s ward had been fur- 
nished at the expense of individuals, as 
wore also those of the women’s ward. 
There was a special apartment, where 
everything was more dainty and comfor- 
table, for the occupancy of patients who 
were to undergo some operation, the 
furnishings of which were given by tho 
Grace church. 

The food was the same over the entire 
establish ment. More trouble was expe- 
rienced in furnishing the kitchen than in 
anything else, as no one appeared desir- 
ous of doing the work, but it was at last 
accomplished by having a children’s col- 
lection in the churches on Christmas. 

The thing in which the most deliuht 
was taken was the children’s ward. The 
young ladies banded themselves together 
under tho name of the “Merry Workers,” 
and when their efforts had been con- 
cluded, at an expense of about $300, the 
ward was a beautiful place. The beds 
were of a dainty light blue tint, and the 
walls were adorned with pictures calcu- 
lated to please tho children’s eyes. The 
apartment was fitted with everything 
that would tend to make a sick child 
more happy and comfortable. But few 
children had been treated, but they were 
those who had never known the true 
comforts of a home, and their last hours 
were spent very peacefully there. By a 
newspaper solicitation enough preserves 
and vegetables were secured to last a 
year, and other donations were constant- 
ly -being received. 

The society of ladies now lias a mem- 
bership of about 500 ladies, who pay an 
annual fee of $2, which insures for the 
hospital the sum of $1000 a year. 
Although constantly paying out money 
there was always about $500 ill the treas- 
ury, and the greatest harmony prevailed 
in the society and in its relations with 
the gentlemen, to whom many things 
were suggested and never had to be in- 
sisted upon. 

The free bed was a great blessing, and 
had been occupied about 80 weeks in the 
year. Music from an organ, donated by 
a gentleman, and vocal music was jfiven 
at the hospital every Sunday. The New- 
ton aldermen have lately passed an 
appropriation bill for an addition for 
pationts with contagious diseases. The 
bill awaits passage on Hie pare of the 
council. During the five years the 
hospital has existed 350 patients have 
been treated. 

Mrs. Heckman said there were a thou- 
sand and ono things that the ladies 
would find to do in the good work, and 
in which they would become intensely 
interested. She concluded her very in- 
teresting talk amid applause by saying: 
“Although we may not all be Florence 
Nightingales we may in our own humble 
station tie happy in doing the work 
allotted us.” % 

Our LifC'Saviug Stations. 

Those who are familiar with the work 
of the life-saving stations on our coast 
will he glad to notice Lliut a new ono is 
to he established at Brant Bock in Marsh- 
field. This is a peculiarly isolated and 
exposed spot, and during the last few 
years there have been nine shipwrecks 
at the island with the loss of thirteen 
lives. Had this station been established 
earlier this loss of life might have been 
prevented. Those who have been off 
our coast in a storm, exposed to ship- 
wreck, or who know anything of the 
hardy men engaged in this service cannot 
but feel the deepest admiration for the 
energy and daring they display in their 
perilous work. The small salary offered 
them by the government is but a meagre 
acknowledgement of the debt owed them 
by the public and by humanity. Their 
exposures in wiuter, especially, are 
severe and while patrolling the coast 
with twenty to thirty degrees of frost iu 
the air, or iu driving storms of hail, or 
snow, tho freezing of tho ears, face and 
hands is a constant liability. They need 
thick mufflers, caps, wristers and mit- 
tens to protect them from these expos- 
ures — and those who admire their 
bravery and faithfulness to duty will ho 
more than willing to recognize these 
traits in them and acknowledge their 
service to hutnaniiy in some substantial 
way. Two or throe ladies of Newton 
have recently attempted to supply this 
need to the men of tho Massachusetts 
stations, but they would like the co- 
operation of others iu it— not as a 
charity— a dole to the indigent, hut us 
their acknowledgement of manly daring 
in the cause of humanity, as we acknowl- 
edged the patriot sin and bravery of our 
soldiers during the war. it is* a very 
simple and inexpensive way of doing a 
worthy deed, if any lady who tuay read 
this, should desire to “lend a baud” and 
so to share iu the grutitude those men 


will fool for the comfort— thus minis- 
tered to them in their necessity — they 
will ho glad to know that the way has 
been made very easy to reach them. 
The scarfs, mittens and wristers can he 
forwarded to them through a channel 
already provided.

The anniversary of the Associated ; 
Pharitics was celebrated at Masonic Hall. ■ 
Nexvtonvillo, Monday evening, about 300 , 
invited guests being present, among 
whom were ex-Mavor Kimball, Council- 
men Churchill, H all, Fork uell and Easter- 
iirook, ex-Aldcrinau Chadwick, Represen- 
tative Gilman, ex- Representatives Wal- j 
worth and Slocum, Mr. Otis Pot tee, itov. 
Messrs. Calkins, Lamb, Taylor and 
White, President Hovey, Messrs. B. F. 
otis, N. T. Allen, Geo. A. Walton, W. S. 1 
Slocum, N. W. Farley, A. L. Harwood, 1 
C. A. Drew, I)r. Baker and many other 
prominent citizens, accompanied hv i 
their wives. 'I’lie hall xvas attractively 
decorated with flowering plants, kindly 
loaned by Mr. Mansfield, afid the High 
School Orchestra furnished music. 

The President, Mrs. Mary E. Bates, 
called the meeting to order, and llcv. I)r. 
Calkins off erred prayer. Mrs. Bates 
then made the annual address, showing 
the good work the society is doing in 
Newton, the need that exists for such an 
organization, and the field of work be- 
fore them in visiting the poor, finding 
out their difficulties, giving them 
sympathy and aid when needed and 
helping them to be self supporting and 
useful citizens. Such a systematized 
method xvas needed in Nexv ton, as the 
society had found by experience. One 
family that came under their care was 
receiving aid from several churches, 
several benevolent organizations, and a 
number of private sources, all working 
uuknoxvn to cacli other, and such cases 
were unfortunately not uncommon. By 
having a perfect system this can’ be ! 
prevented, and also the demoralization ; 
consequent upon a family receiving such 
indiscrimeuate aid. The society strove 
to investigate every needy case, and to 
keep a list of all such, and if more than 
sympathy was needed it had a list of 
benevolent people to whom applications 
xvere made. If any wished to contribute, 
if they would notify the society of the 
amount, a fit place would be found. The 
visitors appointed by the society gave 
themselves, their advice and sympathy, 
but they let others do the giving, unless 
immediate help xvas necessary, when 
the treasury xvas drawn on, and it had 
never yet been empty since it was 
organized. The visitors wont us friends, 
and the cases xvere reported to the hoard 
and lists made of them. They xvere 
amazed at the number of poor people in 
Newton and had their hands full in the 
xvork of preventing people from becom- 
ing paupers. The great difficulty xvas ! 
the lack of cheap and clean tenements, j 
xve must have the poor with us, and 1 
provision should lie made that they may 
have a healthy place to live. Some ot 
the families were made poor by sickness, 
tlie result of ba<l drainage, and when the 
fault could not be remedied by the 
visitors, the society applied to the hoard 
of health. In one ease they had to 
make repeated applications, but they 
intended to keep on applying till they 
succeeded. The tramp question was 
alluded to and a striking instance given 
of tt poor mail in search of xvork who i 
had been sent to seven different ministers 
and nothing had been done. Tlie society 
hoped some time to have it building 
where pour women could be taught to 
sew. where Hie unfortunate might find a I 
lufugo and lie again put in the path of j 
virture. Mention was made of the 
gen rolls help Jgiven by Messrs. Pita-, li. 
Billings of Nexvton and J. R. Eeesoit of 
Newton Centre. 

A song xvas then given by Miss Sibley 
of Ncxvtouvillo after which lion. Robert 
Treat I’.tine gave an address on Tone- j 
meut House Reform, beginning with a 1 
description of scientific charity, which 
meant, he said, successful dimity, that 
relieved permanently. There xvere four 
causes ut pauperism. 1st, foul homes; 
2nd, liquor saloons; 3rd, indiscriminate i 
almsgiving: flit, neglected children. The ! 
great problem was to provide separate 1 
homes for the people. Mr. I'aim* read 
front a number of documents relative to 
xv hat had been done in England to i 
remedy tlie evils that exist in London. 

In New York much attention lias been 
given to the construction of tenement 
houses, and there lias been a steady de- 
velopment in I lie improvement ol the 
plans, s • that it seems as if they had 
boon brought to perfection, lit Boston 
the municipal interference to promote i 
better tenement bouse- has boon greater 
than in Now York. Mr l\iiuo said that 
tlie Boston Herald had done a great 
work in calling tlie attention ol the 
public io tlie evils that exist, and it thus 
sounded tlie death knell of tlie most de- 
graded tenement quarters. He told of i 
the work tli >t bad boon done by Mr. 
John M. Berry of Wuicestcr in building 
cheap houses in Lynn, which lie sold to 
the Poor lor the sum they cost him on 1 
small monthly instalments. Remedies , 
for tlie tenement lion so evils in Boston 
can be provided by Hie board of health 
by vacating unsiidiary tenements and 
the boa id of health would go just as far j 
as public sentiment compelled them to 
go. whether in Newton or any where else. ! 
If your board of health don’t move, go 
with twenty people to their meetings, or i 
with a hundred, and show them that the ! 
public demand action. The talk xvas a 
very interesting one and gave much use- 
ful information. 

Mr. \\ . A. Wet her bee sang a solo, ’after 
which Mrs. Bates read letters of icgre>, ! 
expressing sympathy with the objects of j 
the society, from lion. Eovorett Sal 
toustall, Hr. O. S. Stearns, E. li. Haskell, 

J. R. Eeeson, Geo. S. Harwood, Rev. Hr. 
Shinn, Rev. Mr. lioinbrooke and others. 

Brief speeches were made by Mr. A.C. I 


Walworth on tlie need of sexverago in 
Newton, and the good xvork being done 
by the Metropolitan Drainage Commis- 
sion; Dr. Baker, xvho spoke of„the foul 
soil around some of Xoxvton’s tenement 
houses; Rev. Mr. Lamb, xvho said that 
bad drainage xvas one of the eliief tilings 
that made people poor, by causing sick- 
ness; Mr. Thomas Weston and Rev. Mr. 
White. 

Owing to tlio lateness of tlie hour 
other sneakers xvere not called on hut 
Mrs. Bates suggested a mass meeting in 
City Hall to rouse public sentiment on 
this question: The guests woro then in- 
vited to tin* banquet hall where a line 
collation xvas served. 


A SAD ENDING. 

OFFICER EMERSON SIIOOTS HIMSELF 
THROUGH TIIE HEAD. 

Officer William C. Emerson, xvho xvas 
dismissed from the police force Monday 
evening, by vote of tin* hoard of aldermen, 
committed suicide Tuesday morning, by 
shooting himself through tlie head at thi* 
police station. He left his home on Thorn- 
ton street about 7 o’clock, and going to the 
Nexvton station found a letter there notify- 
ing him of ids dismissal. He returned 
home and was spoken to by sex’eral, but 
shortly after returning to the station. At 
D.4.") Special Officer Voting entered the 
station, and seeing Emerson’s coat and lint 
hanging up, lu* looked about for him, and 
found him lying on a hunk in tin* last cell, 
with a bullet hole through his right temple, 
the ball passing through his head. A 
revolver lay beside him, and evidently 
dentil had been instantaneous. 

Tlie deceased had not been in good health 
for some time, as lie wa- suffering from 
cancer, and when tin* notice of Ins dis- 
missal came he evidently determined to 
give tip the fight. He had been heard to 
say recently that he thought tlie dead xvere 
fortunate, as they were out of misery. He 
had been before tlie police committee a 
number of times, and had been warned 
that further violation of tin* rules of tin* 
department xvmild result in his dismissal, 
and it is said that lie had a hearing last 
xveek before the police cjinmittee, for 
alleged misconduct, and tlie committee 
decided that they must recommend his 
dismissal. 

He was appointed patrolman Jan. 21, 
1873, and served as night officer at Nexvton, 
until a few xveeks ago, xvlien lie was 
assigned to day duty, lie came to Newton 
shortly after the xvar, in xvliich lie served, 
having enlisted from Cambridge in tlie 8th 
Mass., in response to President Lincoln’s 
call for troops, as a three mouth mail, and 
was present at the battle of Bull Run. On 
the retreat he discovered Gen. Ricketts 
lying in the path of the troops, severely 
wounded, and removed him to one side of 
tlie road out of harm’s way, and did xvliat 
he could for hi in. Coiufng home at the end 
of his term, lie again enlisted in tlie 1st 
Mass., Regt. and served through the war, 
receiving an honorable discharge. He xvas 
formerl* an active member of (’has. Ward 
Post, and had served as Commander. He 
xvas also a member of Bethel Lodge, I. <>. 
O. F. of Arlington, hi- former home, and a 
past noble grand of that lodge. He leaves 
a widow, xvho is in feeble health, hi- re- 
maining son having died some years ago, 
from diphtheria. 

The funeral services xvere held at Mr. 
Blanchard's residence on Thornton street. 
Thursday afternoon. Rev. Mr. Lamb 
officiating. Tin* services consisted of the 
rending of appropriate passages of scripture 
and a short address, in which Mr. Lamb 
spoke of the line xvar record of the 
deceased, ami dwelt upon the duty of 
being charitable to each other, and having 
Unit lo\ e for our friend- that will enable u- 
to see tin; good that i' in them. The nd- 
dress xvas a very affeetin^one. 

There xvere some handsome floral pieces, 
a pllloxv from the Nexvton Police force, 
sexeral wreaths from the Veteran Fire 
me:i’- Association, and a handsome bunch 
of roses from the baggage men and em- 
ploye- of the It. A A. Station. A large 
delegation of tin* Police force xvere present, 
ami many cilizeut ami friend- of tlie 
deceased. The interment xvas tit Arling- 
ton, where his six children are buried- 
Tin* pall-hearers xvere (’apt. K. Davis, 
Patrolmen Harrison, Ryan, N. F. Bos- 
xxorth, Hcnthornc, and P. <>. Davis. The 
first four xvere appointed in 1878 , tin* same 
year as the deceased.

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 196, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessor*, or Assistant Assessors shall, in 
the mouth of Mny or June in each year, visit each 
dxvclllng -house or building and make true lists of 
all xvotnen twenty years of age nnd upwards, xvho 
shall in writing over their own signatures, re- 
quest tlie Assessors to assess them for a“po’l 
tux.’’ and it shall be the duty of the Assessors to 
Inquire nt each such dwelling-house or building 
for such written requests for assessment, which 
must give the name in full— nge, occupation and 
residence May 1st, 18*9. All xvouien desiring to 
be assessed for a poll tax should hufe their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in tlio form re- 
quired by the act of 1889, ready for delivery to 
the Assessors xvlien they shall visit the house 
xvhere they dwell. Each request should bo upon 
a separate sheet signed by the applicant xvith her 
name in full. No application for the assessment 
of a woman for n poll tax will he received by 
mall or in any other than in the manner provided 
by said Chapter 196, pxcept by filing In the office 
of the Assessors the list provided by Section 12, 
of Chapter 298, of Acts or 1884, as amended hy 
Chapter 200 of Acts of 1*88. 

Persons bolding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or oiherxviso, are particularly requested 
to furni*b the Assessor? xvith statements in rela- 
tion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands fiom other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Ti ustec.s, or other persons interested, 
are required and xvnrnod to give notice of such 
change; and in default of such notlco will he 
held to pay the lax assessed, although such es- 
tate lias been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable, or Sel- 
entilie Purposes. 

In accordance with tlie requirements of Chap- 
ter 217, Acts of 1882,— All person* and corpora- 
tions are hereby required to bring in t » the As- 
sessors of Nekton on any day from May first to 
the sixteenth day of June next, true lists of nil 
real and personal estates held hy such persons

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to tlio Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies, at the time specified 
for bringing in the list as provided in Section 
thirty-eight of Chapter eleven of the Public 
Statutes, a statement, under oath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel <*f such Real 
Estate, and the name and residence of every 
holder of au interest theroin as a mortgagee or 
mortgagor. When such property is situated lu 
txvo or more places, or when u recorded mortgage

f the same. Whenever, in any case of mortgaged 
Real Estate, ai statement Is not brought in as 
j herein provided.no tax for the then current year

reason that a mortgigee's interest therein has 
not been assessed to lilm. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, lmteaoh resident partner 
must include these items, in Ills Individual re- 
turns. Owners nnd agents of ships uud vessels 


engaged in the foreign currying trade, are re- 


ferred to Sections 8 and 9, of Chapter 11 of (lie 
public Statutes, for the form ol return required 
to obtain exemption from taxation upon tlie 
valuation of an oh property . 8tld returns to lie 
made to the Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all ids taxable

Mb. (Jit. man's hill to compel railroads 
to furnish free transportation to members 
of the legislature was voted down, 
Wednesday, the representatives being a- 
frnid tlmt their “privileges” would he 
cut off. It wns nit her Utopian to expect 
a body of men, ench of whom had a 
free pass in his pocket, to vote to deprive 
themselve of them, oven though the state ; 
should furnish tho transportation requir- i 
od to get them to the gilded donic.t >ne leg- j 
islator last year was able to procure ion ; 
free passes at one time for his friends, j 
and the majority of the members ovi- i 
dently think they must have some way 
of rewarding their friends. The free 
pass business is a scandal, but the aver- 
age legislator will have to be educated 
before it can be done away with. There 
is no sympathy for the railroads, which 
probably Hud that this way of influen- 
cing members pays, but it puts the state 
in a wrong position. 


The old controversy between tho police 
committee and Gnmewell company has 
been renewed, and the committee scored 
a point against the company Monday 
night, in passing a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a committee to inves- 
tigate why the committee had not put up 
their police signal systems within the 
four months granted* them in the terms 
of their contract. Alderman Penno vo- 
ted against the resolution, and Aider- 
man Pettee would probably havo made 
some interesting remarks had he been 
present. The resolution now goes to 
the Common Council, which has once 
before joined issues on this question 
with the upper branch, and heat them 
handsomely, and some men who havo 
tho deplorable habit of betting are offer- 
ing odds that tho resolution will not se- 
cure a single favorable vote in tho lower 
board. Nevertheless, the affair will re- 
lieve the usual dull routine of business, 
and gives a spice to tho city government 
reports. 

Tho Gamewell company are evidently 
at fault in not asking for an extension 
and giving reasons for their delay. It is 
said that the company have been hin- 
dered by the prevalence of the grip, which 
took out about half their men during 
the winter, and they have been waiting 
for the city to put up poles, and also to 
get its new stable in readiness. Besides, 
they say that the police wagons have 
only just arrived and the system could 
not have been used if it had been put in. 
When tho matter comes up in tho 
Common Council the company s side 
will probably be fully presented. They 
shipped from New York early last week 
the central desk, which is now at City 
Hall, and is a very handsome and com- 
plete affair, with all the latest improved 
appliances, and tho company say the 
whole system will be ready to use by the 
end of the month. 


BIENNIAL ELECTIONS. 

That was a very satisfactory vote in 
the house on Wednesday, when the bien- 
nial elections resolve received tho neces- 
sary two thirds vote, 14ff yeas to 3S nays, 
with KI pairs. It was especially credit- 
able to the Republicans, also, as 120 Re- 
publicans and >10 Democrats voted for it, 
while 14 Republicans and 40 Democrats 
voted against it. This gave a republican 
majority of IIS for the resolution, the 
Boston Democrats voting solidly a- 
gainst it. 

The two Newton representatives were 
heartily in favor of the bill, and Mr 
Gilman did effective work for it. The 
question is now to be passed along to the 
next legislature, and the people should 
see to it that men ate selected this fall 
who will pledge themselves to vote tor 
this much needed reform. Tho publicans 
will make a determined effort to block 
tho way, but the victory can be won if 
pul il i<' sentiment is only, aroused. Bien- 
nial elections would be one step and 
the next would be biennial sessions, 
and the accomplishment of these two re- 
forms would place Massachusetts in line 
with the other progressive states. 

Col. K. 11. llaskoll of Newton Centre 
naturally feels very much gratified at the 
success gained, as he has been one of 
the most active workers for it, and has 
given a great deal of time to tho prepar- 
ation of arguments, tho presentation of 
testimony, and bringing public opinion 
to bear oil the question, and if the 
right men are chosen this fall, tho re- 
solve will be endorsed by the next Gen- 
eral Court and then the people will have 
a chance to register their wishes at the 


Tuk Austin street extension project 
was probably killed last Monday night, 
unless the property owners go ahead as 
other property owners have to do and 
put the street in order themselves, when 
the city would aceept it. There were 
some exceptional circumstances about 
the street, but not sufficient, the aider- 
men thought, to justify them in depart- 
ing from the usual course in such mat- 
ters. Perhaps the threat made In anoth- 
er paper that all who voted against the 
extension would be marked men at the 
next election had something to do with 
the unfavorable action, as that is hardly 
the way to secure favorable action from 
a City Council in Newton. The vote 
was unanimous and there seems to be no 
prospect of any reconsideration. 


Tiik talk about an epidemic of 
hydrophobia may bo disquieting to 
ncryous people, but the time for fear 
was months ago when there were so 
many repoits of alleged “niad dogs,” 
and not now, when the reports seem to 
have died out altogether. It would take 
more than three cases in widely scattered 
cities to make an epidemic, and one of 
the most skilful dog doctors in the 
vieinity of Boston says that not one in 
live hundred of the dogs reported mad 
and killed, would prove to bo so were 
they shut up, and properly cared for. It 
is only fair to say also, that many of the 
most experienced physicians still doubt 
the existence of any such disease, in 
spite of the cases reported. 

The Metropolitan Sewerage Commis- 
sion have been heard from this week, 
and they have made good progress in 
their work. The commissioner lias a 
corps of 30 engineers and draughtsmen 
employed, and a gang of 20 men boring 
and testing the soil at intervals along 
the line of the proposed sewers. The 
work of surveying and testing has been 
carried out as far as Newton on the 
Southern system, and the board say they 
are doing all they can to satisfy the peo- 
ple of Newton, who are so anxious for 
the speedy completion of the system. 
It is thought that within two years, at 
least, the main sewer will bn brought as 
far at Newton. 


Rowkli/s American Newspaper Direc- 
tory for 1800 is out, more carefully com- 
piled than over, a special effort having 
been made to get at the exact truth in 
regard to newspaper circulations, and 
the figures given can in general be relied 
on. The hook gives one some idea of 
tho great number of newspapers in tho 
United States, and emphasizes the fact 
that wo are a reading nation. All ex- 
tensive advertisers find Rowell’s direc- 
tory a necessity. 

Conohkssman Candler has intro- 
duced a bill to give every village a post- 
office building, when tho gross receipts 
exceed 83,000. This would give most of 
the Newtons a national building, and 
the bill would also prove an expeditious 
method of getting rid of the surplus. Its 
advocates say it would only take some 
thirty millions, which is probably a very 
low estimate. 


It is next month, instead of tho “next 
meeting,” which was held Wednesday 
evening, that the High School Investiga- 
ting Committee aro to make their report. 
The announcement of last week was duo 
to a misunderstanding of the words of 
one of the committee, and it did seem 
hardly possible for tho committee to 
have made anything like a thorough ex- 
amination in so short a time.

Think of a six hun- 
dred acre farm, with good house ami 
barn, that can he bought for $1200, in 
one of the most piotuiesquc towns in the 
state. »)r if that price is too high, there 
is a 200 acre* farm, with -t largo house 
and two barns for $400, $200 to bo paid 
down and the rest to be left on a mort- 
gage. Snob bargains aro very attractive, 
although a New Hampshire native who 
came to Massachusetts to live and not to 
run for an office, says that these farms 
are most of them half a day's ride 
Horn a railroad station, with the nearest 
neighbor from a half to two miles away, 
and on roads only passable in summer, 
and that tho more land you own in Now 
Hampshire the poorer you are. 1'eoplo 
up there get so lonesome, the native says, 
that they would drive twenty miles to 
hear even Senator Blair make a speech.

Indeed, it is a grave question among 
many thinking men, as to whether the 
bestowal, as a reward for faithful party 
service, of an office of so great responsi- 
bility be not altogether wrong. As a re- 
sult of the pernicious practice of appoint- 
ing an inexperienced man, the New York 
Life has been charg with all the crimes 
known to insurance men, without the 
slightest foundation for the complaint, 
and the spectacle presented before the 
country of the Massachusetts insurance 
department giving its sanction to what 
bad previously been declared altogether 
wrong and misleading. It would seem 
that a reputable company ought not to be 
subjected to such annoyance.

The Tariff in rennsylTaula.

Ran- 
dall, said, in bis recent speech in Boston, 
that the most eloquent advocates of tariff 
reform in Philadelphia are the sixty- 
right woolen mills which have been 
closed since the presidential election of 
188S! 

A Wanton Attack on Industry. 

(From the Philadelphia Record.) 

It is hardly possible that such a mons- 
trosity should become a law. Should it 
be passed, however, in spite of the tre- 
mendous opposition it has encountered 
in New England and elsewhere, it would 
give an impetus to such an agitation for 
tariff reform as the country has never 
yet witnessed, And whether passed or 
not, the Republican party must be held 
responsible for the malignant and wan- 
ton attack which is made upon numerous 
and important American industries by 
the McKinley tariff bill. j 

Trouble in IMviding the Plunder. 

(From the Speech of Hon. W. I.. Wilson of West 
Virginia.) 

There never has been, there never will 
be, and there never can be a bill framed 
upon the principle of protection that 
will be satisfactory to the people of all ; 
the country. You cannot divide up the 
plunder in a way to satisfy all its re- 
cipients and at the same time satisfy 
everybody else that is not taken into the 
division. The history of our country is 
proof conclusive of that fact. From the j 
time we began the protective tariffs 
— from 1810 or 1824 — there was dissatis- 
faction. there was excitement, there was 
almost civil war in this country, until in 
1840 we had a tariff based upon the 
principle of revenue. When that tariff 
was adopted the great question passed 
out of the public mind. People adjusted 
themselves to it. Eleven years later, in 
ISO", when that tariff produced a redund- 
ant revenue, and there was a call for 
reduction of duties, those duties were 
reduced by common consent without 
any protest from anybody, from the 
average of 2<‘> per cent, over one-half the 
existing rates to an average of 18 or 10 
percent. And when iv> 1800 Mr. Morrill 
irought in his bill to increase those 
rates, a distinguished representative of 
the state of Massachusetts, Hon. Alex- 
ander H. Rice, rose in the House of 1 
Representatives and said that the exist- 
ing tariff rates were satisfactory to the 
manufacture! s of Massachusetts. 

Iufauts With Growing Appetites. 

From the Boston Herald.,’ 

Is it not a confessh the absolute 

failure of the present system of protec* ! 
tiou to have it affirmed, after a trial of 
nearly thirty years, that what were 
acknowledged to be enormous protective 
taxes, temporarily levied for war pur- 
poses — taxes deemed by the protection- 
ist manufacturers of tliu past to be more 
than sufficient for their needs— are now 
insufficient? The Republican members 
of the ways and means committee prac- 
tically admit that a continuance ot the 
system of protection implies the periodi- 
cal imposition of higher and higher rates 
of duty. That what they ask for now. 
because they deem it sufficient, will need 
to be increased a few years later on, just 
as the proposed tariff taxes are in the 
main higher than any this country has 
thus far known. 

Growth of the Tariff Since (he War. 

When Senator Morrill presented his 
tariff bill in Congress in ISO] be apolo- 
gized to the country, called it a groat 
burden upon the people, but appealed to 
their loyalty to endure the burden, until 
the war should be over and the necessity 
for such a burden of taxation should be 
removed, and then the tax should be re- 
duced italic necessities of the govern- 
ment in time <»f peace? When the war 
closed the Republican party failed to 
fullill its promise, but instead increased 
the Morrill revenue tax of 24 per cent, to 
a protective tax of 47 perceut. This in- 
crease of tariff m> increased the revenue 
that they abolished the tax on railroads, 
ou insurance companies, on express com- 
panies, on bank capital, on bank de- 
posits, on bank checks, on everything 
that was a burden upon wealth. The 
income tax was abolished, as ail excuse 
for a protective tax on the people; thus 
relieving the wealthy of the burden of 
taxation, while the poor are taxed on 
every uecessity ol life, it the present 
protective system has not grown up in the 
last twenty-five years, then we are not 
conversant with our history, for certain- 
ly no such svstem ever prevailed before 
in this country, and has been wholly 
inaugurated and developed in the last 
quarter of a century.

WOODLAND PARK HOTEL. 

Description of tlie Beautilul New Annex wliicli is just Completed. 


House to be formally Opened May 2 , with a Bowling Tournament. 


The new annex of the Woodland Park 
Hotel is an added ornament to the 
beautiful buildings, comprising one of 
the most convenient and well constructed 
suburban hostelries in this country. The 
new portion rises from the summit of a 
natural hill, west from Washington 
street and connected by a long corridor 
with the main building. The design of 
the structure conforms to that of tho 


G 


hotel proper. It is constructed of wood, 
three stones high, with round towers at 
the north and south end of the building. 
The two upper stories contain 14 cham- 
bers aud the first floor is utilized for 
bowling alleys, billiard and pool room, 
retiring rooms, smoking rooms and a 
spacious reading room. The entire 
building is finished in white wood, 
stained cherry, with the exception of 
the billiard room. The walls of the 
top story are finished in light olive tones, 
relieved by darker brown lines, light 
tints being used in the treatment of the 
ceilings. Soft brown shades prevail in 
the decoration of the second tloor and 
warm shades of coloring are used in the 
treatment of the ceilings. The ceilings 
of the main hall and corridors are treated 
in a citron shade, with terra cotta wall 
coloring, forming an agreeable and taste- 
ful contrast. 

The apartments of the first floor con- 
sist of a reading room entered from the 
left of the main hall, a billiard aud pool 
room, finished in colonial style, spacious 
bowling room, containing 4 alleys of the 
regulation length, smoking room, 
lavatory and dressing rooms. ‘The 
reading room contains a large face-brick 


sivc open lire place with tiled hearth, 
extending nearly across the north end 
of the apartment. On either side, be- 
1 neat h cylindrical columns supporting , 
the heavy cornice, are placed carved 
1 panels of tasteful design. Tho walls 
j above a high panel wainscoting are 
I treated in an orange shade relieved by a 
heavy olive frieze and cornice. The j 
ceiling is a very pretty piece of stipple 


work in yellowish drab. A moss green 
shade is used in the coloring of the 
wainscoting and a very artistic effect is 
produced by the tasteful combination of 
colors. An idea of the size of the room 
may be gleaned from its dimensions, 
;](lx:i4-i», with jog, 21-0x17-4. The bowl- 
ing room, entered from the billiard 



apartment. Colonial stylo seats have 
been built into the wainscoting across 
the cast end of the main room and west 
eud of the jog. They will he upholstered 
in olive-green damask. The hangings 
will be of old gold velours backed by 
lace curtains. 

The following local and Boston firms 
have been engaged in the building and 
furnishing of the annex: 

Lewis ifc Phipps, architects; William H. 
Pettigrew, builder; J. & T. Folan, 
chamber furniture; .Joseph Zeller, 
curtains and upholstery; O. F. Lucas, 
plumbing; Rollings & Co., gas and 
electric fixtures; Walker Pratt Co., 
steam heating apparatus; Allen & Barry, 
painting; Butler A stenberg, decorations. 

The main building has been entirely 
renovated and many of the rooms re- 
decorated. Oil colors have been used 
almost entirely in the treatment of the 
walls in the main building aud annex. 
Tho new part will be thrown open 
formally to the public upon the evening 
of May 2, upon which occasion a bow- 
ling tournament will be inaugurated be- 
tween the teams of the Inter-League 


Tho exercises at tho Williams school 
attracted a largo audience last Saturday 
afternoon*, and passed oil very suet 
fully, the scholars acquitting themsc 
with great credit.

when that power was unwisely and un- 
lawfully used against their rights as 
British subjects. That act of “the em- 
battled farmers,” who, as Emerson so 
tiuely said, “tired a shot heard round the 
world,” followed by the Battle of Bunker 
Hill, two months later, stands at the 
very beginning of our national life, 
though it was more than a year after- 
wards that the formal declaration of in- 
dependence was adopted, aud seven 
years of bitter and bloody war was re- 
quired to make that declaration good, 
and secure recognition for the infant 
uation. 

I had intended to give a sketch of the 
growth and development of our flag, but 
our young friends have anticipated me 
and have done their work so well that 
no repetition is required. Suffice it to 
say that one hundred and fifteen years 
ago today, on the day of Lexington and j 
Concord, this tlag of ours was unknown. 

It is uncertain what flag, if any, was 
carried by the American troops at 
Blinker Hill. In July following Gen.

A free intercourse without 
obstruction is a law of political economy, 
a law of Christian duty and of wisdom, 
aud our legislators must learn that we 
are doing ourselves au incalculable in- 
jury so long as we keep restrictions up- 
on commerce. We have legislated our 
commerce almost wholly out of being, so 
far as free intercourse of one nation with 
another is concerned; it has been 
straightened and cut short, aud by so do- 
ing we arc endangering our peace. I 
beleivo in the removal of all obslructons 
Horn commerce and that free trade is 
what the civilized world must come to. 
No nation can a get real advantage that is 
not au advantage to all concerned. There 
is no such thing as a selfish national pol- 
icy that is not wasteful and may not bo 
ruinous. Self-love and brotherly love go 
together.” 

Dr. I'ehody also spoke favorably of 
reciprocity treaties, and referred loan 
article which lie had written some time 
ago favoring tlio reciprocity treaty with 
China.

FOLK-LORE BY PHONOGRAPH. 

I.NTKBBSTIXO LECTURE IIY DJI. J. WAL- 
TER FKWKKB BEFORE THE FOLK-LORE 
SOCIETY. 

There was an unusually large atten- 
dance at the meeting of the American 
Folk-Lore Society, in the rooms of the 
Boston Society of Natural History, Berke- 
ley street, Boston, last Friday evening. 
Dr. J. Walter Fewkes’s lecture on thoPas- 
samaquoddy Indians, illustrated by phon- 
ographic reproductions of the songs and 
talcs of that people, was the special at- 
traction. Dr. Fewkes was introduced by 
Mr. Dana Estes, the presiding officer 
for the evening, aud, after desoibiug 
the way in w hich the fragments had been 
j obtained from the Passamaquoddy In- 
dians in Calais, Me., he spoke at length 
oil the important part that the phono- 
graph is destined to play in the study of 
language, affording as it does exactness 
and preservation for au indefinite period 
of time of the matter that it records. 
Referring to the lyrical character of the 
Indian stories, Mr. Fewkes begun the 
practical illustration of his subject with 
a w ar song, sung by tho Passamuquoddies 
in their expeditions against the Mo- 
hawks, their traditional enemies. There 
was a little stir among the audience as 
the current was turned on, and tho cu- 
rious spasmodic noises peculiar to the 
preliminary utterances, so to speak, of 
t he phonograph began. lu a short time 
the weird chant was heard, quite dis- 
| tinctly, so fur us the articulation was con- 
cerned, but with a far-away sound that 
after all, only heightened the effect. 
This song, by the aid of the phougruph, 
has been set to music, so that it may be 


words written out and sent to Mrs. \V. 
Wallace Brown have been translated by 
her — her rendering corresponding exact- 
ly to tho version given by Noel Josephs, 
the old Indian who sang the song into 
the instrument. Mr. Fewkes also gave 
his hearers an illustration of tlio songs 
sung at the sacred dances, aud on the oc- 
casion of the election of the chief of the 
tribe. He then told au Indian legend 
full ‘of rude imagery, which he called 
the story of the Black Cat and the Sable, 
again illustrating by means of the phono- 
graph, the Indian narrative style. This 
was the last of the cylinders of which 
the lecturer made use, although he had 
collected a large number of stories, and 
j everything he could find relating to the 
divinities and mythological personages 
of tlie Indians. Mr. Nowell, secretary 
j of the society, spoke briefly in its inter- 
ests as Dr. Fewkes concluded.

Tree flag— a green pine tree on a white 
ground— which t lie Provincial Congress 
of Massachusetts put on the armed 
cruisers of that colony, and the first war 
vessels commissioned by Washington 
carried the Pine Tree flag. On the 20 of 
January, 1770, at Cambridge, Washing- 
ton unfurled the “great union” flag, 
with thirteen alternate red aud white 
i stripes, and the crosses of St. George 
1 and St. Andrew in tho corner. On the 
14th of June, 1777, nearly a year after the 
Declaration of Independence, Congress 
adopted tho flag as it is today, un- 
changed except in the number of the 
stars, which represent the states in the 
union. In a little over a hundred years 
these stars have grown from thirteen to 
forty-two, and the people who live under 
the Hag have increased from three mil- 
lions to sixty-five millions. Who can 
foretell, or estimate without emotion, 
what changes another hundred years 
will bring forth?

are still unexplored.

Coming up to out 
northern half of the continent, we en- 
counter more unknown lands. Central 
America and Mexico oiler fertile fields 
for exploration, and lower California lias 
never been thoroughly explored.

Land, the great Hudson bay region, all 
of British America north of latitude 6C 
degs.. and our great territory of Alaska.

A Marvelous Ki»Ht Indian Cannon.

By the natives it is called 
Jattn Kushall, or the destroyer of life. 
History does not record the date of its 
casting, which the superstitious )>eople 
attribute to the gods, doctas or divinities. 
Persian inscriptions on this great death 
dealer prove thut it lias been cuptured in 
some war with that country, but the let- 
ters and characters are so nearly oblit- 
erated thut the date cannot be ascer- 
tained. The cannon has rested for ages 
between two mammoth trees of the pee- 
pul species, which have grown so firmly 
around it that it could not be removed 
without felling one or both of them. 
Tradition says that the cannon has been 
fired once, and that the ball was impelled 
twenty-four miles! — St. Louis Republic.

If the culprit had not 
been a foreigner lie would probably have 
been quietly strangled, or otherwise got 
rid of; but, thanks to the energetic inter- 
vention of iiis ambassador, lie was re- 
leased after a month’s imprisonment on 
condition that lie quitted Turkey once 
and for ever. — Chicago Mail. 


Valuable Antique Silver. 

At the sale of Sir Edward Milbank’s 
old silver the blacksmith's oup, one of the 
gems of the Bernal collection, fetched 
£587. which was at the rate of nearly 
£18 an ounce. At the Bernal sale in 1855 
it was iMiught for £87 10s. It is an ex- 
quisite specimen of the finest Seven- 
teenth century work. A silver box and 
cover as a scallop shell, chased and 
fluted, dated 1631), was sold at the rate 
of 199s. per ounce. A two handled sil- 
ver cup. dated 1686. and superbly dec- 
orated. fetched £330. or 207s. per ounce. 
A pair of Louis XIV candlesticks real- 
ized £336, and a set of four salt cellars 
of Sixteenth century work, which once 
belonged to the Society of Serjeants’ Inn, 
went, in the opinion of experts, “very 
cheap" at £143 11s. An Elizabethan bar- 
onial suit cellar and cover, an exquisite 
little piece, was bought in at £670, which 
was at the rate of nearly £74 per ounce. 
— London Truth. 


Alligators Itcenmiug Scarce. 

The demand for full grown alligators 
for northern museums and aquariums 
begins with the warm days of the spring, 
and many an alligator’s retreat lias been 
carefully marked by the alligator catch- 
ers, who, when the signs are ripe, will 
dig tiie saurians out and sell them at 
from $1 to §2 per foot, according to tiie 
length of tiie animals. The negroes loop 
ropes around tiie big alligators and drag 
them out in triumph. Tiie alligators are 
said to Ijc getting fewer in tiie waters of 
this section, as they are continually being 
hunted mid killed from the time they 
come out until they lay up again for I lie 
winter. Hundreds of them are shot for 
tiie mere sport of shooting, and no effort 
is made to find them after they are siiot. 
It is only in unfrequented streams and 
along marshes and impenetrable swamps 
that they are now numerous. — Savannah 
News.

Under an 
act providing for tiie sale, purchasers 
must take the entire swamp, the acreage 
being determined by a survey to be 
made at once. It is estimated that there 
are 400,000 acres there. For years this 
property lias brought no revenue to tiie 
state. Three or four times tiie state lias 
given it away, but each time it was re- 
fused with thanks. — Philadelphia Press, 


Tho Sugar Crop. 

Recent rcjtort* of a short sugar crop in 
Cuba are overwhelmed by the great in- 
crease of the last crop of beet sugar of 
Europe, estimated at 3,550,000 tons (of

A curious and unpunished murder In 
Canton is reported l»v the latest f’iiina 
mail. Oih* Ho, a wealthy merchant, bad 
two sons, the eldest of whom was a dis- 
sipated youth, who consorted with 
thieves and gamblers, nml was driven 
away from home after wasting bis share 
of tho patrimony, lie was reduced to 
beggary, and was in the habit of solicit- 
ing alms from bis father’s servants at 
the back d»*or of his residence. The sec- 
ond son. however, had an excellent char- 
acter. The eldest, witli a band of com- 
panions. broke into Ins father's house 
and stole I lie money chest. 

The father said that if lie would prom- 
ise to lead a lietter life he would be for- 
given and might return home, where 
after a time he would Ik* married to a 
young girl of respectable family.
